We are endeavouring to obtain an extension of the option for the 
purchase of the library for a few days, and we hope that we may 
succeed. For it would be something of a shame if Anglo. 
Jewry, rich and prosperous and always boasting of its keenness in 
the cause of education, should allow this valuable library to slip 
from its hands, because our coreligionists are too indolent, 
or. too mean, to find the paltry amount needed for its purchase, 
Apart from all else, it does seem to show besides that the essen- 
tially Jewish sense of securing a good bargain. has in some way 
become dulled in our community, when a library which in normal cir- 
cumstances is worth some £5,000 can be obtained in consequence 
of the exigencies of the exchange for £400, is not at once purchased— 
maybe to be eagerly bought up by some German book-seller, or trans- 
ferred to America! We trust that we shall be able to obtain the 
amount necessary for purchasing the library before it is lost to this 
country; and for that purpose we again appeal to our readers to send 
us their donations. We certainly thought that before now there 
would have been found twenty good men (or women) and true in 
Anglo-Jewry who would have been able to screw up their

The Zionist Position. 

WE confess to being puzzled at a reply which Major Wocn, the 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies, made on Monday in the House of 
Commons. Answering Sir HArrky Brrrrain, who had asked whether 
Zionists throughout the world were not to be asked to assume 
financial responsibility for Palestine, Major Woop declared that in 
their View it was incumbent upon the Government to accept the 
burden of financial obligations consequent upon England becoming 
the Mandatory Power. Now we can quite understand the Govern. 


ment feeling that with such a Mandate as they have drafted, and the. 


notion that has been expressed on their behalf by Sir H&RBERT 
SAMUEL and Mr. Winston CHURCHILL of the meaning of a Jewish 
National Home, there is little upon which to base a claim for 
considerable financial help from Jews for Palestine. But if this 
be ‘so..then it is difficult to understand why the Zionist 
Organisation is ab present appealing for large funds. We hear of 
the Foundation Fund, the Keren Hayesod, Economic Councils, and 
of Five-and-twenty millions being asked for for Palestine. This does

FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


By Menror. 


IR HERBERT JESSEL has been busy to assure all his friends that he 
did not lose the St. George’s Election because of the feeling aroused 
in antipathy to him among the electors on account of his Jewish origin. 
Whether the anti-Semitism that was infnsed into the constituency was 
fatal to his candidature can of course be, at most, but surmise; 
and so must the extent of damage which the anti-Jewish 
campaign did to his chance of becoming member for the division. 
But Sir Herbert is telling everyone that his. being a Jew had 
nothing at all to do with the result; and that I venture to say 
is unreasonable. For anyone who, like this writer, was about in 
St. George’s during the progress of the election, cannot have failed to 
note the sentiment that prevailed against the Government candidate 
because he was a Jew, and which, as I have explained, was largely 
induced by associating him with the expenditure that this country is 
incurring in Palestine. One elector put it to me thus: “Sir Herbert 
Jessel being a Jew, I am going to vote against him, because I don’t want 
to be taxed to put Jews in Palestine, which is part of the Jewish policy 
of the Government. That policy gives Jews a dangerous influence in 
English politics, and I am going to show by voting against Jesse! and for 
Erskine that the policy has not my approval.” 


The Other Chap! 

It is difficult to believe that Sir Herbert Jessel did not come across 
this sort of thing in the course of his campaign. He must have; and 
- that he did not recognise it as Anti-Judaism is, it occurs to me, 
symptomatic of the attitude so often adopted by Jews possessed of little 
Jewish self-consciousness, towards the enemies ofour people. Theyalways 
assume that the Anti-Jewish sentiment is meant for another sort of Jew, 
and that they themselves being so very little Jewish cannot possibly be 
the objects of dislike just because they are Jewish in origin. I noted this 
phenomenon years ago, in the early eighties of last century, when anti- 
Semitism first manifested itself in modern times in this country. Then the 
kind of Jew to whom I havereferred, was above all things anxious to show 
that it was only the alien immigrants among us who were aimed at, and the 
term “undesirable” was coined so as to ward off the then pending attack 
from “ Britishers” of the Jewish persuasion. In the same way when, a 
year or two ago, the anti-Semites ran the “ stunt ” of Bolshevism and Jews, 
we had “ Britishers” going whining to the worst enemy of our people and 
pleading: “Please, it isn’t we ‘ Britishers,’ it’s those wretched foreign 
Jews!” So Sir Herbert Jessel is probably constitutionally incapable of 
recognising anti-Semitism directed against one like himself, even when 


he sees it. Happily, we Jews are not all so (from the Jewish point of 
view) morally obtuse. 


The Hospitals. 


No Jewish writer contributing regularly to a Jewish journal ought to 
omit from his copy this week—if by any chance he can include it—a word 
for the Hospitals in behalf of which a special collection is to 
be made by all Metropolitan Synagogues to-morrow. I have what 
is conventionally called an Appeal of my own on my hands—I say con- 
ventionally because I néver ask—and itis this year causing me sore 
anxiety because the response to it is at present so tardy and 
80 meagre. But notwithstanding, I do earnestly appeal and even 
_ ask for the Hospitals. They are in a bad way, and the position of many 
of them is, in fact, critical. It may well be that the days of the voluntary 
system, as applied to these institutions, have passed, and that people are 
coming to see the folly of leaving them to the whim and caprice of those 
who can be induced to subscribe to them. {[t may well be that the value 
of the Hospitals to the nation may become so recognised that the nation 
as a whole will agree to pay for their upkeep. But until they 
are maintained by the State they must be maintained by voluntary 
donations; and I should be ashamed to think, backward as we Jews in 
England are in coming forward when we are required to bring monéy 
with us—I am sure our reputation for being so very charitable is a false 
one—that the hospitals were not able to draw us and our wealth too. iI 
hope no reader in London will fail to give his utmost to the Hospital Sabbath 
collection of his Synagogue, and then?—why of course send another 
whacking donation to me for the Kiddies!

For unadulterated fatuity it occurs to me that the following would be 
hard to beat : 


Judaism is the mark of a Jew. Certainly, there are other marks, 
not quickly disused by Jews who have disused Judaism, and not quickly 
adopted by Jews who have adopted it. But these other marks are not national 
marks, in the common and proper acceptation of that term.

Jewish Foundling Home in Warsaw. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


An essential part of the Friends’ relief work in Poland is its educative 
lnfiuence. The Poles are not only recipients of material relief to tide 
them over a period of distress, but also receive instruction which may 
have its part in shaping their whole future history. 

One of the many institutions which Friends are assisting is the 
Jewish Foundling Hospital in Warsaw. It is an-old building, entirely 
unsuited for the purpose for which it is used; the accommodation is for 
thirty babies, but sixty are crowded in. .The ages of the little ones range 
from infancy to: two years. The nurses are Jewish girls, who on account 
of religious prejudice, are not permitted to enter non-Jewish hospitals, 
and after completing the course atthe Home, go to Vienna for six months’ 
training in other branches of nursing. At the Home they are given 
lectures by visiting doctors on anatomy, physiology, psychology, nutrition 
and ma!-nutrition, hygiene, general and personal infectious diseases, etc., 
but have no practical demonstrations or instruction in the handling and 
care of children, children’s ailments, necessity for ventilation, etc. 

The nurse bas given a course of demonstrations for several weeks to 
the girls training at the institution. All of this practical demonstration 
work was keenly appreciated and followed closely by the girls in training, 
who took many notes during the progress of the lectures, and it was 
noticeable that they immediately applied what had been learned to their 
daily duties at the Institution. 
| It is gratifying to see that the efforts of one trained nurse have not 
Ouly helped to give this Institution an entirely different aspect, making it 
more healthful, sanitary, and wholesome place for the little ones, but at 
the same time a number of young women have/been carefully instructed 
0 carry on along the same lines in future... In addition, each one of the 

ewish girls who attended the lectures is able to impart the knowledge 
She has gained to other groups of girls. 
work done is of incalculable value.

The anti-Jewish organs 
also complain that the new Minister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Rosen, is of 
Jewish descent, his mother having been a member of the Moscheles 
family. Thestatement is, however, incorrect, In the Reichstag, too, the 
appointment of Dr. Rathenau was severely criticised by the anti-Semites. 

The German Students’ Union has decided to restrict the influence 
of Jews on its policy. 

The Berliner Tageblatt has published a strong article regarding the 
anti-Semitic movement in Bavaria, establishing the fact that the Chief of 
Police has permitted posters to be placarded everywhere, asking that 


Jews should be robbed of their right to take part in the elections, and 


should be excluded from schools, universities, theatres, &c. 

The Bavarian press attempts to show that the “Jewish Peril” is 
greater than before. Some papers misquote texts from the Bible, and the 
priests announce in their sermons that Jesus cannot help the Bavariana, 
because he was a Jew.

Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
SITUATION IN EASTERN EUROPE. 

The committee of the Federation has issued a report of the situation 
at present prevailing, which states in part :— 

In a communication received by the Federation from Warsaw, Veputy 
Grunbaum states that new instructions have been issued by the Ministry 
in respect of Ukrainian refugees. Registration of refugees terminated 
on the 15th of June. an extension of seven to fifteen days being granted 
for new arrivals, 80 that from the Ist of July the Polish frontier will be 
closed, except to those repatriated. Through the intervention of the Jewish 
National Council, those who are at present in the frontier zone wil not 
be expelléd, the Ministry proposing to transfer them within two months to the 
interior of the country, where, however, they will not be px rmitted to reside in 
the larger towns. The situation has become considerably worse Owing 
to the increased number of repatriated, and also-to the fact that the United 
States Consulate will cease as from the Ist of July to visa passports, in accordance 
with the new emiration law. 

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA.—Prague has become, since the month of August, 1920, 
a transit-station for Jewish emizration.. During the last eight months about 
10,000 Jewish emigrants bound for the United States, and nearly 1,000 for 
unknown destinations, have passed through. These figures inciude only those 
refugees who have had recourse to the assistance oT local committees and to 
that of the Joint Distribution Committee. A committee, founded in 1920, has 
had to face a task which was most complicated, but owing to the lack of 
financial resources were not able to do as much as they Wished. funds 
are needed for the transport of the emigrant, for the erection and maintenance 
of a temporary shelter, as well as for a Aasher restaurant at low prices. During 
the first four months of its existence this Committee. epent more than 
300,000 Tehee. crowns, their resources being Dow exhausted. If other organisa. 
tions do not come to their help, the emigrants will find themselves in a serious 
plight. 

GERMANY.—In a letter applying for help, the Society of Eastern Jews in 
Rerlin states that “the demands made upon us are extraordinarily numerous 
and on the other hand the economic situation prevailing in our country te so 
bad that we have the greatest difficulty in continuing our work. Up till now 
the greater part of our means has been obtained from America, Which was sent 
to the Central Committee for relief of Eastern Jews. The Joint Distribtu-- 
tion Committee has withdrawn the greater part of ite relief work, in consequence 
of which whole branches of work had bad to be liquidated. If weare unable to 
obtain further funds for relief, then much more of that which is most essential for 
the maintenance of our suffering brethren will be lost.’’ 

hiTHivuaNra.—In an appeal for relief received from Lithuania, Dr. B. Berger 
from Kovno writes that ‘‘ many of our unfortutfate peopié who are. escaping 
from the Ukraine, are wending their way through White Russia to Lithtania. 
They arrive practically naked and barefoot. ‘The Refugee Committee which is 
working in conjunction with the Jewish National Council in Lithuania, is 
extending immediate relief to the. refugees on their arrival, but they cannot 
cope with the whole situation. The refugees are practically starving.” 

The Federation has voted the sum of £6,500 for the Ukrainian refugees 
at Warsaw, Bessarabia, Rumania, and Constantinople. 

POGROMISTS BENTENCED. 

A number of pogromists of the Mozyr districts have been tried and 
sentenced by the Soviet authorities. Twenty-one received sentence of 
death, and nine were sentenced to five years penal servitude. The 
sentence was declared final without the right of appeal. 


The Federation has received a telegram from Mr. H. Hersehman, of 
the Canadian Orphans Commission, who has been in the Polish Ukraine 
making arrangements to bring out a number of orphans to Canada, to 
the effect that fifty Ukrainian pogrom orphans who are on their way to 
Canada have arrived at Vienna. 

Mr. 5. Belkin, one of the representatives of the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews and of the Canadian Relief Committee, has just retarned 
to London from the Ukraine. . 

As a result of an appeal on the second day of Shc bouth by Rabbi-Z. 
Hodes, at the Wrottesley Street Beth Hamedrash, Birmingham, offerings 
to the amount of £40 were made on behalf of the Fund.

Secret History of the Sixteenth Century. 
LECTURE BY Mr. LUCIEN WOLF. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf lectured at Toynbee Hall on Tuesday evening. His 
lecture was one of the series under the joint auspices of the Jewish 
Historical Society and the University Extension Scheme. The lecture 
Was announced as déaling with “Joseph Nasi and the Jews of the 
Levant,” but Mr. Wolf, in view of the fact that the latter part of his sub- 
ject had already been extensively dealt with by previous lecturers, 
devoted his paper to a sketch of the part played by certain prominent 
Jews in the political history of the age—and made several contributions 
to secret history, mueh of his information being still buried amid masses 
of State Papers in the Record Office. 

Mr. Wolf said he would deal with the political activities of the Jews 


in the 16th Century, and with the part they played in ‘the struggic known 


as the Counter-Keform ation. lhe expulsion of the Jews from Spiin in 
1492, the greatest tragedy of the Diaspora, was pirt of the fight of 
the Catholic. Church against heresy. lt was the overture to the great 
strug¢le in which all Europe was to bo invoived. He would deal with 
certain ficures involved in that straggie, commenc ny with Joseph Nasi. 
Not much was know of Nasi's family. i] Was a nephew of Gracia 
Mendes, wife of Francesco Mendes, head of the leading Jewish family of 
Portugal and ofthe greatest banking housesofthat period. 111525 Francesco 
died, and his wife, one of the greatest feminine characters in modern 
Jewish history, succeeded him as head of the firm, fhe persecution 


to which the Marranos were now subjected induced the family to leave 
Portugal, and they went to Antwerp where a@ branch of -the BDauk had 


been cStablished. Bat Antwerp, though Jews lived there in :mpuara- 
tive safety, was still a hotbed of religious strife, and Gracia, Who at heart 
was a devoted Jewess, was anxious openiy to prociaim her faith. In 
consequence, the family decided to make for the haven of distressed 


Jewry in that age, viz., Turkey. 
Turkev was tothe Jews of the sixteenth century what Americ. was 
to the Jews of the nineteenth, but with advantades that the iatter laced 


Jews were everywhere, merchants, shopkeepers, soldiers of fortune, and 
high in favour with the Sultan, and regarded witaout jeal y by tha 
popuiace. They came to Constantinople, and Nasi tharried the lovely 
and then threw himself into politics with remarkable ts.

to the- Queen, Who wrotc a Latin letter to the Sultan, cotmenciog 
Mendes, declaring that he would be welcomed in Engiantd and stating 
that no: notice was to be taken of any attacks by Barton, which she 
wariml yore pudiated. Ile would ac ept no monetary reward what ever. 
He only wanted the royal approbation, and’ he was knighted, being the 
first Jew to receire this distinction from an ruler. policy cf 
an Anglo-Turkish alliance was most suitable for the times. It would 
place Spain between two fires. The promotionof this po ic’ was largely 


in Jewish hands~in Turkey in that of Mendes and in Endiand intl 
hands of that enigmatic figure, the great physician, Roderi.o Lope: 

Lopez was probably born in Eagland—where Marranos of that name 
had long been settied—or he may have arrived as one of Drake's prisoners. 
He studied medicine at Montpelier and in. italy, and becane a tncnuiber 
of the College of Physicians. He soon acquired a lirge practice, and in 
1575 was placed by Stow as second in order of eminence Among the 
physicians of London. He was physician tu St. Bartholomew's Ifospital 
and to the households of Walsingham, Leicester, and Illisex, among 
others. His knowledge of languages and his relations with the leading 
statesmen made him play a role in politics, which was enhayceed by his 
marriage. with an Antwerp Jewess, probably a Mendes, through: whom 
be was in touch with that centre of anti-Spanish intrigue. 

. In 1580, the throne of Portugal was claimed by Philip of Spain and 
by Don Antonio, son of Henry, brother of the late King and Yolanda 
Gemez, a crypto-Jewess. England's interests and that of Lopez 
coincided in supporting Antonio. Tarkey was also broug4t int» the 
campiign. There is correspondence extint between Mendes and Lopez 
on this point. Unfortunately the expedition which England sent out 
failed. The Turkish fleet, did not join them, as was hoped, for the Grand 
Vizier had been over-persuaded by Spanish intrigue; he sent the fleet 
elsewhere, and this désacle was one of the causes that led to the downfall 
of Lopez. Lopez was not a pleasant personality. He was quarrelsome, 
very avaricious, and like most of the men of his age unscrupulous. He 
quarrelled with Don Antonio and with Essex, and got trapped in a 
confused conspiracy to poison the Qacen. Hig gailtis a matter of dis- 
pute to this day, and such authorities as Sir Sidney Lee and Major Ilume 
hold him guiltless. Even Queen Elizabeth had grave doubts and refused 
to sign the warrant for his execution, It was by removing him from the 
Tower to the jurisdictién of the Qucen’s Bench that it was cispensed 
with and he was eventually hung at Tyburn in 1594. 

Those who believe in Lopez's innocence, continued the lccturer, 
must receive additional support from a recent discovery among the State 
Papers. The belief that he was a Spanish conspirator is shattered when 
it is known that while he was still in the Tower a mission, with letters 
for bim, under Judah Saffarty arrived from Turkey. The members were 
promptly arrested, and it was then found that Alvaro Mendes had written 
asking why his letters had not been auswered. The anti-Spanish policy 
was stillthe policy of Mendes and Lopez. The Sultan had asked Mendes 
if the Queen had any objection to his attacking Hungary. Mendes had 
said that he felt sure Elizabeth would approve, and he now wrote te 
Lopez to get that consent confirmed. Thus after all these centuries, tha’ 
much misjudged and maligned character was vindicated. |

EMIGRATION FROM EASTERN Evrope.—The Secretary reported on the steps 
taken to find outiets in the British Dominions and elsewhere for the Jewish 
Refugees in Poland who are now threatened with eXpuision into boviet Russia 
und the Ukraine. The negotiations on this subject are still in progress and are, 
consequentiy confidential, but it may be stated that, so far, they have pursued 
a favourable course. Pending the efforts made by the Committee the Polsh 
Government will not act upon their threat. Apart from the measures wiiich 
are being acopted for the alleviation of the immediate crisis the Committee 
have been in communication with the Jewish Colonisation Association and 
other important Jewish Organisations with a view to the methodical treatment 
ofthe whole problem of Emigration and Transmigration in Europe. In this 

, Conner tion a letter was read from the Jewish Colonisation Association In iting 
the Committee to send a Delegate to a Conference of Emigration and Trans- 
migration Societies and Committees to be held in Brussels on June 7). Lt was 
resoived to accept the invitation, and the S5ecretary was instructed to represent 
the Committee at the Conference. ‘ 

THE COMITE DES DELEGATIONS Jtrves.--A létter has been addressed to 
the President of the Comité des Délégations Juives, communicating-to him the 
resointion gdopted at the last meeting of the Board of Deputies, and expressing 
the willingness of the Joint Committee to act upon it.. The Committee have 
suggested a Conference between the Presidents of the two bodies. It has been 
further proposed that as a preliminary to the Conference the President of the 
Comite des Delegatious shail confirm the verbal assurances given on his behalf 
to the Board of Deputies and the Joint Committee in regard to his policy on the 
question of Jewish Nationalism Meanwhile, the Joint Committee have 
suggested that a provisional arrangement for the immediate resumption of 
co-operation should be negotiated. Owing tothe absence of both the President 

‘andthe Secretary Genera! of the Comité from Paris it bas not yet been found 
possible to act upon these suggestions. 

MISCELLANEOUS.—Among other questions dealt with were the pogroms in 
the | kraine, the impending trial of Rabbi Immanuel Léw, of Szegedin, and the 
confiscation of the Jewish cemeteryin Smyrna. With regard to the Ukraine, 
important action has been taken which it is hoped will much diminish the 
pogrom terror in the future. 


Mr. R. KATZ (West End Talmud Torah) said that he had recently 
returned from Poland, where the situation was still bad. The condition 
of would-be emigrants was lamentable, the boycott continued, and anti- 
Jewish outrages were of frequent occurrence. 

The CHAIRMAN said that everything possible would be done to 
alleviate the lot of their Polish brethren. Poland had subscribed to the 
“ Minority ” Clauses of the Treaty, but was not carrying them out in the 
spirit. 

Mr. V. LUXENBURG (Aberdeen) urged that great care and tact should 
be observed in regard to Poland, and it would probably be better if any 
political action were left to the Jewish Deputies in Poland. 

Mr. C. WALEY COHEN (Central) suggested that French influence might 
be more potent in Poland. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that the Alliance Israélite was indefatigable 
in its representations to the French Goyernment in regard to Poland. He 
pointed out the difficulties of the situation, and said that the position was 
being carefully watched.

OBITUARY. 
DEATH OF PROFESSOR MORRIS JASTROW, 

We regret to announce the death of Dr. Morris Jastrow, Professor 
of Semitic Languages and Librarian of the University of Pensylvania, 
He was the son of the eminent scholar and Rabbi, Dr. Marcus Jastrow, 
and was born in Warsaw in 1861. He came to America at an early age, 
and when only sixteen entered the,University of Pennsylvania. Graduating 
in 1831 he proceeded to Europe to enter the Breslau Seminary. He 
became a student at the University, and taking up Oriental languages he 
continued his studies at Leipsic, Paris and Strasbourg, taking the degree 
of Ph.D. at the first-named in 1354. Returning to the States, he became 
lectufer to his father’s congregation, but only held the post for one year, 
preferring a University career. In 1892 he became Professor of Semitic 
Languages at his alma mater, and in 1598 also Librarian. 

Dr. Jastrow was one of the hardest working of Oriental Stadents. He 
was the author of numerous books dealing with his subject and cognate 
studies. Theyinclude “ The Religion of the Babylonians and Assyrians,” 
“The Study of Religion "—and he was the editor of among others ~ Hebrew 
and Babylonian Tradition,” ofaseries of handbooks on the History of Religion 
and of the Semitic Department of the International Eacyclopedia. His 
contribution to the various publications in Europe and Amerios’ are too 
numerous to mention. Dr. Jastrow was no mere “dry dust” 
Orientalist. He was in touch with modern phrases of politics and 
ideals, and during the war edited “The War and the Bagiad Kailway” 
and “The War and the Coming Peace.” His latest work was “Job and 
Ecclesiastes.” 

Dr. Jastrow was the leading Orientalist of the United States. 
He was frequently chosen as official representative of his country at 
Internationa! Congresses, and had been President of the American 
Oriental Society and of the Society of Biblicai Literature. 

Dr. Jastrow was in 1915 Lewisohn Lectorer at the Free Synagogue, 
New York, but he took little or no part in Jewish life and affairs.

IN. MEMORIAM. 


By ISRAEL ZANGWILL 

A week-end Russian visitor informed me that he had, just before 
leaving London, deposited Finkenstein in the St. John Hospita 
Ead Road, suffering from gastric catarrh, and in a very prostrat ud 
pessimistic condition.. I asked him te arrange for me to visit the invalid 
next Sunday when | should be in town. But already a telegram was on 
its way to inform me that he had died this Sunday morning. With. his 
wonted unobtrusiveness he had slipped away from the earthly census. And 
his death, like Bonzé Schweig's in the immortal story of Perez, will not 
greatly ruffle the world in which he occupied so unaggressive a piace. 
But by the scale of celestial values, Finkenstein, not unlike Bonze 
Schweig, will come out something of a saint. It was just like Bonzé 
Schweig for this lonely figure to remain till it was too late, unattended. 
and without troubling his friends. I heard with incredulity that he was 
seventy-two, for all through the last twenty years | have been figuring 
him at fifty. Indeed, his thickset cherubic figure with the great mild, 
unblanched head, was essentially ageless. Where he was born I know not, 
save that it must have been somewhere in Russia, por whether Finkenstein 
was this real name. In his latter years he blossomed out into a double- 
barrelled name, the only opulence of his career. He wasa polygot mystery, 
living alone in some inaccessible apartment, and there was a legend that 
this simple scholar, who could calla spadea spade in seventeen languages, 
had once been expelled from Berlin as a dangerous character. At any 
rate when there was once a question of his going to Berlin on a. mission 
for the Ito Emigration Regulation Department—for it was in his capacity 
of Secretary to the Jewish Territorial Organisation that 1 was mostly in 
touch with him—the prospect of difficulties with the police caused the 
abandonment of the project. During the war, however, this suspicious 
character, thanks to his marvellous linguisbic lore, was employed in some

-censorial position, and was perhaps able to check letters from the very 


Berlin which had deemed him a danger. Atthe Ito office it was this same 
gift of tongues that was mostly in request from him, and at our Con.- 
gresses his power of translating without a moment's hesitation from and 
into any tongue rendered him invaluable. Under his réign, our offices 
became a sort of Russo-Jewish embassy, with himself as Ambassador,

He had allowed it to appear on the notice paper thinking it to be in order, 
but he called upon Mr. Neville Laski to make some observations. 


Mr. NEVILLE LASK! (Manchester, South Broughton) submitted that 
the motion was notin order as it conflicted with the constitution. It was 
not competent for the Deputies to invite any organisation to become 
represented.

The CHAIRMAN said that he was bound to accede to this contention, 
and the motion as it stood was out of order. Mr. Myer might desire to 
modify it. 


Mr. Myer (Cannon Street Road) said that the terms of the motion 
might be altered to an expression of opinion as to the advisability of the 
Angio-Jewish Association being represented. 


Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES (West London) said that this change would 
not get over the difficulty. When the present constitution was framed 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association had an opportunity of joining the 
Deputies, they had declined. They had to apply and could only do so at 
the triennial election. 

Considerable discussion followed as to whether Mr. Myer might 
submit his motion in a modified form, and suggestions were submitted 
to the Chairman from all quarters of the room to his evident embarrass- 
ment. Eventually he cut the Gordian knot, and announced that the 


whole matter was out of order, which called forth the scornful ejaculation 
from Mr. Myer “ Comedians! ” , ‘ 


A few routine matters were disposed of, and the proceedings 
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thongh in h s modesty and selflessness he often turned courier too, when 
distiuguished Russian Jews had to be wet and shepherded. Under ail 
provocations he was meek and patient: never have I seen his philosophic 
placidity ruffled—even literally he never turned a hair. In congruity 
with his command of languages, his intellectual interests were catholic, 
and he was a devoted attendant at learned societies. He was himself the 
president of a cuitared Russo-Jewish group, and @ scholar, thinker, and 
writer of considerable calibre. In short, he had all the virtues which are 
not marketable. Bat even when his resources were strained, he was, to 
my knowledge, paying a weekly dole to a still unluckier underdog. Such 
souls make life liveable. OVO 72 PTY “5S “ The fruit of the righteous is a 
tree of life.”

A notable figure has passed away in the personof Mr. A. Val Finke 
(his surname was originally Litvinoff, which he however dropped), 
died last Sunday morning, after a shortillness, atthe St. John and Elizabeth 
Hospital. The interment took place on Tuesday in the burial ground of 
the Liberal Jewish Cemetery, Pound Lane, Willesden. Among those 
present were Mr. Asher Ginsbarg ("“ Achad Ha’am”), Mr. Nahum Sokolow, 
Mr. Lacien Wolf, Dr. Jochelman, and Mr. M. Shire, Treasurer of the 
English Zionist Federation. Mr. L. Zangwill was informed too late of 
the arrangements of the funeral, otherwise he, too, would have been 
present, as also Mr. L. J. Greenberg, who wrote expressing his regret at 


his absence in consequence of his being out of town, Rabbi I, I. Mattuck 


officiated. 


Mr. Finkenstein, who was seventy-two years of age, was a familiar 
figure in intellectual and artistic Jewish circles in London. A man of great 
culture and wide knowledge, he was distinguished as a linguist, having 
been master of over twenty languages. While his encyclopewedic 
knowledge gained him- respect and admiration, his _ integrity, 
kindness, and sincerity won for him the affection of his friends. 
Born in Kulveria (Lithuania), Mr. Finkenstein studied in the Rabbinic 
Seminary of Vilna. After completing his studies he became involved in 
the Russian revolutionary movem< nt in consequence of which he had to 
flee from the country. He remai:ed for atimeat Koenigsberg where he 
continued to interest himself in the Russian revolutionary work. He 
was onthe point of being arrested by the Prussian police to be handed 
over to Russia when he escaped to Paris. There he devoted himself to 
study, and might have remained there but for the expulsion. of all 
Russian political refugees. He finally settled in London about forty 
years ago, and struggled very hard for a bare existence in the early 
stages of his residence here. He would undoubtedly have made headway 
in his career but for a tragic occurrence, of which he was, by reason of 
his nobility, the innocent victim. That incident marred a career which 
- would otherwise have been most brilliant. 


Throughout his life he was a staunch Jewish Nationalist. His 
socialism in early youth did not, as was mostly the case in those days, 
prevent him from taking an active pattin Jewish matters. He was one 
of the founders of the “ Kadimah ” in London and an early adherent to 
political Zionism. He was at one time President of the Bnei Zion, and 
in later years Secretary of the English Zionist Federation. Subsequently 
he became a follower of Mr. Zangwill during the East African con- 
troversy, and was Secretary of the Ito for a number of years, though 
remaining ail the timea member of the Zionist Organisation. During the 
war he occupied a very important position in the Censorship, for which 
he was particularly suited by reason of his linguistic qualification. Bust 
the fact that his name was Litvinoff, and that the Litvinoff of Bolshevik 
repute was, strangely enough, also called Finkenstein, made him the 
object of malicious attacks in certain papers, and led toa number of ques- 
tions in Parliament regarding the retention of his services in the Censor- 
ship. Notwithstanding the fact that the authorities were fully aware that 
there was no connection whatever between the two men, they gave way 
to the panicky agitation and, while paying written testimony to his excel- 
lent knowledge of many languages, dismissed him from his position. 
This, as may readily be understood, caused him great suffering. 

In his earlier years he contributed articles of an academic and historic 

character to various journals, and was the translator of numerous works 

in different languages, including Dr. Pinsker’s “‘ Auto-Emancipation.” A 
lonely and somewhat reticent individual, he will be very much missed by 
all who knew him, who valued his great learning and esteemed his noble- 


Dr. SIMON BARUCH (New York). 


Dr. Simon Baruch, who for the past forty years was one of the fore- 
most physicians and surgeons in New York, died there on the 4th inst. 
Dr. Barach was a pioneerin many branches of medicine and surgery. He 
performed, in 1889, the first successful operation for appendicitis, was 

one of the leading authorities in the United States on hydro-therapeutics, 

and the first physician of importance in the country to advocate free 
public baths, which were instituted in 1895. One of these baths in 
New York was renamed in his honour in 1917. A hospital was also built 
in his honour at Camden (South Carolina), in 1913. He was also a pioneer 
in the pasteurisation of milk for babies, and it was he who interested Mr. 
Nathan Straus, founder of free milk stations, in the movement. Dr. 
Baruch, who was born in Germany, came to the United States at an 
early age, and during the Civil War served in the Army of Genera! Robert 
E. Lee as a Surgeon. One of his sons is Mr. Bernard M. Baruch, late 
Chairman of the War Industries Board, who represented the United 
States at the Peace Conference. 


Mr. ALBERT CAHN (Nottingham). 


Deep regret will be felt by his many friends at the death of Mr, Albert 

Cahn, of Nottingham. Thedeceased was for many years President of the 
Nottingham Hebrew Congregation, a member of the Executive Council of 
the Hebrew Philanthropic Society, and a life-long Trustee for the 
Nottingham Synagogue. It was mainly through his untiring efforts that, 
in conjunction with a few earnest and zealous workers, the present 
beautiful synagogue was erected. In recognition of his profound devotion 
to the interests of his brethren, and his deep sense of public duty, the 
Nottingham Congregation presented him with an illuminated address on 
his retirement as its President. This last tribute is paid in all humility 
by one who was closely associated with him in his work, and who can 
bear testimony to his manifold acts of benevolence, his eagerness to assist 
every enterprise tending to help the needs of his fellow men, and to his 
efforts to alleviate the sufferings of the poorand needy. Sincere sympathy 
is extended to his widow and only son on the loss of one who devoted so 
much of his lifeto truecharity. His last days were clouded by suffering 


and pain, but he is now at rest, and leaves behind him an inspiring © 


example of generous self-sacrifice, and a name that will be ever remem- 
his sorrowing friends.

Tue LATE Raper RABINOWITZ, 
LIVERPOOL JEWRY’S TRIBUTE. 
‘FROM ONE OF THE COMMUNITY.) 


Liverpool has never seen the like of the great procession which pai\ 
the most dutiful of respect to its beloved “Rav.” Never had sucha con- 
course of Jewry assembled in the city and marched throughout its miles 
of streets. The local press well termed it “Liverpol Jewry’s great 
tribute,” and referred to the incidents of the day as “ impressive scenes.” 
Punctually to the minute when the neighbouring clock sounded the hour 
of tén, the mounted police—Liverpool is famous for its splendid civic 
cavalry—gave the signal as escort, the long procession slowly moved 
on its long journey—a journey from the very centre of the city to ono 
of the most northerly of its outskirts. Great main lines of traffle had 
to be traversed, and the stream of movement was held up at points to 
allow the cortége to go on itaway. Fitting tribute to a great upholder of 
the law, the procession was a model of orderliness, regularity, and quiet 
dignity. Never had the police a more sympathetic task, and the Liver- 
povl police have had a wide experience of processions. It was 4 
great manifestation to non-Jewry of the worthy character of 
the Jewish pubdiic—that they rose as a body from the material 
labours of the day to fulfil a spiritual duty towards one who 


stood for them as the symbol of a great tradition—and in that 


fulfilment comported themselves in a manner that inspired universal 
respect. It was a great manifestation to Jewry itself. It showed that 
Rabbi Rabinowitz had impressed the community with the consciousness 
of unity, and that, as had been said, he had linked the community in 


allegiance to constituted ecclesiastical authority. That g eat tribute was — 


the expression of the success of the Rabbi's work. The whole cou.gtry 
was represented. The forces of Jewish law and order came to bid 
farewell, but also to proclaim at the same time the achievement 
of a great work. Those who weigh success in life by material standards 
cannot realise the loftier triumphs of spiritual achievement. ‘“ Man doth 
not live by bread only,” and the mite contributed to the fund for the 
spread of the Torah by the publication. of the Rabbi's Jewish writings 
meant more joy to him than any conceivable material token however vreat 
in terms of worldly valine. The Rabbi was an adviser; he advised —not 
for him to follow, but to lead. He was faith{nl to the charter of his lifs 
work “ Semicua”™ to teach and decide according tc 
Jewish law. The community was his sphere, and nothing !css than the 
community which called him came to bid him farewell. 

At a special meeting of the Executive and Ecclesiastical Committecs 
of the Liverpool Shechita Board, held on Sanday last, the President 
(Rev. I. Raffalovich) referred to the sad'‘loss the community and the 
Board had sustained by the demise of Rabbi Rabinowitz, who hid for 
fifteen years served the community as its Ecclesiastical head and 
brought peace into his work. It would bs a difficn’t tisk to fal 
a man who should combine qualities of great jetraing, m-ek- 
ness, and sterling character such as the late. Kabbi had. possessed, 
and it would not be easy to find a Rabbi who would be able t> suc- 
ceed him. He moved: “That this meeting of the Shecvita Board 
records its sense of the irreparable loss the community has sustained by 
the untimely demise of the late respected Rabbi, and that a letter con- 
veying these sentiments be sent to the widow.” The Rev. Lewis Piiilips, 
in seconding the vote of tondolence, associated himself with the remarks 
of the President, and said the Shechita Board and the community had 
lost a great Rabbi whose qualities were such as to infigence peace in the 
community. Messrs. Abraham Fagin and J. Auerbach associated them- 
selves with the vote of condolence. 

At a mesting of the Committee of the Hope Place Hebrew Congrega- 
tion held on Sunday last, the President, Mr. J. Morris,-referred in sympa- 
thetic terms to the loss ‘which the Community had sustained by the 
demise of Rabbi Rabinowitz. They had lost a good friend and a great 
scholar whose peaceful influence would be missed in the Community. 

The Liverpool Literary Society has associated itself with the numerous 
expressions of regret. The late Rabbi took a great interest in the work 
of the society. .

Rabbi Samuel Jacob Rabinowitz was in the symbolic sense a Mister 
Craftsman of the noblest Jewish Guild of Builders 
199933 OOD In his previous 
rabbinates in Russia, he found the stractures to hand. Here 
-he hadto build. Here. he laid the foundation, he was the 
pioneer. When Liverpool took unto itself the .“ Rav,” and woen 
later some spiritual descendants of Ben Zakkai founded the Yeshiba, then 
Liverpool became raised to the dignity of a capital city in tho map of 
world Jewry. Here wera then found for the first time those two great 
institutions, individual and co-operative, that are historic in th® records 
of our people. To those who had come from abroad, if was the 
reappearance of that with which they were familiar; they could not con- 
template a Jewish entity not so endowed. But to those of us, like the 
present writer, of Anglo-Jewish birth, and whose upbringing has been 
entirely ia this country, these institutions have been knowa alone by 
tradition or through the pages of Jewish History and Literature and the 
Jewish Press. “I see him, but not now; I behold him, but not nigh”— 
this expressed the experience of English Jewsin years before our kinsfolk 


from abroad helped to complete the fabric of our local Jewish spheres of 


life. The inspiring speech of the Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Mertz) on the 
occasion of the consecration oi the “ Yeshiba. Etz Chaim” in London 
in 1913, is recated when he observed that “thay must all. rejoice on the 
day on which they had witnessed au event that was quite new ia recent 
Anglo-Jewish annals—the dedication of a now Yeshibah iu England. It 
was an event of extraordinary sigaificance. That day inaugurated a new 
epoch in Eaglish Judaism.” The day of the “ Rav’s” arrival in this city 
inaugurated a new epoch in Liverpool Jewry, of which the establishment 
of a Yeshibah was a logical consequence. How glorious it was to feel 
that we hadin our city one in the direct line of rabbinical tradition, 
who, by his calling, united the commuaity, one who symbolised the 
hegemony of the rabbinical ideal, the historic prototype of Jewish 
authority. Anu indefilnable sense of unity grew in our city with the 
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Coming of tho “Rav,” a unity, the occasional exceptions to which but 
proved the rule. 

The “Rav”"—that one word, illumining, meaningful inspired tho 
pense of a ‘‘Kehillah.” That has been his building—what of the builder? 
The best illustration of Jewish history is Jewish life, and those who 
would envisage the personality of a Hillel, with learning lightly worn, 
with kindliness, geniality, humanism, geutieness, and patience, as S80 
many component notes of a harmonious chording of life, could sec its 
replica in the “Rav.” With the fortitade of a Job, he combined the 
practicality of a Shammai. His working motto seemed to have been 
No AY) SYO ‘WON. Surprising as it may sound to those who 
unwarrantably believe that the Talmudicai cast of mind is antithetical 
&> wsthetics, the “Rav” was imbued with a very ardent artistry, a love 
of beauty, of literature, of music. His sensitiveness to the appeal of 
poetry is seen in his poetical prose which represents a relatively modern 
note in Hebrew rabbinical literature. His style in Hebrew prose was 
individual and admirably adapted to convey his encyclopwdic learning. 
Memories of hours with him crowd upon the mind, but two occasions in 
particular, when he wasadelightful host with his simple but refined hospi- 
tality, preseatthemsecives. One was in his“ Succah,” and the other inthe 
Sunlit-room where on days of celebration he was wont to receive his 
guests. How he chatted of his travels, his acquaintance with people and 
books, his recollections, and as always his hopes for the future of our 


' people, our national ideals, and the restoration of our nationhood centred 


in Eretz Yisrael. He: had a kind word for all, an unkind word for none. 
The *‘Rav”™ honoured my friend the Rev. I. Raffalovich and me by entrusting

By the untimely demise of the great and learned Rabbi 8S. J. 
Rabinowitz, Jewry as a whole is suffering a grievous loss which, alas! 
cannot be repaired. For the place which produced men of the calibre of 
the late Kabbi of Liverpool is now desolate, and in it the Jewish Spiritual 
light, whose rays penetrated the darkest corners of the globe, is nearing 
extinction.

The third degree—ypn—is an act of charity the recipient of which is an 
unworthy person himself, and it is through the loving kindness of the donor 
that he is taken notice of. The word is also translated to mean shame and 
dishonour—N13 Chap, xx., verse 17. 
The fourth degree—5*%pn7—!8 an act of charity in which, although the 
receipient be aun unworthy person but with dependents, mercy is shown to him 
for their sake. 
The fifth degree, the noblest of all—)°3N,-—is an act of charity which is 
raciously performed by him who is possessed of a true Jewish noble character. 
ot only does he relieve the destitute, but tries to raise him on his feet again b 
giving him every encouragement, together with financial help, to become a self- 
supporting man. ‘To substantiate this last degree— 73°34 —that it is the noblest 
of all, Rabbi Rabinowitz said it is because God Almighty is a—}}}n,-®and then 
quoted a passage in Scripture: Ex. chap. xxii., verses 25, 26, when a person has 
reached the lowest grade of destitution, both moral and material, that it is of no 
consequence to him what his fellow-men will think of him,as he has no more 
shame, and therefore pledges the very garment he needs to cover himeelf at 
night, through which act he may obtain temporary amelioration. But, by the

The loyal toasts were proposed by the CHAIRMAN, 

Mr. Montefiore read letters from Mr. Fisher, the Minister of Educa- 
tion (who had promised to be present, but had been obliged to go to 
Geneva to attend the meeting of the Council of the League of Nations), 
and from the Alliance Israélite warmly praising the Association’s work. 

The CHAIRMAN, on rising to propose the toast of the evening, was 
heartily cheered. He said: | have a great difficulty in putting the next 
toast before you. In one sense it is a very easy toast: it is the toast of 
the evening, the reason why we are here gathered together. But that is 
also the difficulty. There is so much to say, and there is a fearful 
temptation to be lengthy and garrulous. We.are celebrating a jubilee, 
and how could there fail to be a great deal to say about an institution 
which has lasted for fifty years’ 1 cannot, however, be the historian of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. I can hardly even recount to you its 
origin. It must b> sufficient to state that the Association was founded 
in 1871, partly in order to give more efMficiend aid to the Alliance Israélite 
Universelie of Paris, which was then about eleven years old, and was in 
temporary difficulties owing to the Franco-Prussian Wart; partly because 


it was felt that Great Britain aud the British Empire ought themselves 


to possess an independent institution of a similar kind to the Alliances 
Israéiite. The men who banded themselves together to form the Asso- 
ciation fifty years ago included some of the most eminent names in the 
Anglo-Jewish Community. Foremost among them I may be perhaos 
permitted to mention the name of my own uacle, Sir Francis Goldsmid. 
Then there was Mr. Jacob Waley, the first President of the Association, 
whose son is with us to-night, and whose grandson, Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, is taking a prominent part in our commanal activity to-day. 
There was Sir John Simon, whose son, one of my oldest and best friends, 
is with us this evening; there was Mr. Herbert Lousada, ‘Dr. Benisch, 
Mr. F. D. Mocatta, the noble-hearted philanthropist; Dr. Lowy, the weil- 
beloved, who for so many years filled the office of Secretary and made 
the Anglo-Jewish Association his foremost care and concern: Mr. Eilis A. 
Franklin, Mr. Leopold Schloss, Mr. B. Kisch, most faithful of colleagnes, 
who was Chairman of the Executive Committee for over thirty-five 
years; Sir Jatian Goldsmid, who was President of the Associa- 
tion from 1836 till 1895, when he was compelled to resign from ill- 
health, and many others. And of that first baad of workers there are 
still three honoured survivors, two of whom are active members of our 
Council. I refer to Mr. Israel Davis, to Sir Philip Magaus, whom we are 
delighted to have among us this evening, and to Mr. Isaac Seligman, who, 
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in spite of his years, which he carries so buoyantly and well, would, [ think, 
have been here. had it not been for a sad and untimely domestic bereave- 
ment. The principles upon which the Association was founded ; the aims 
which it sought to accomplish and fulfil, were not lightly chosen. They 
have worn well. Those principles and aims are still ours. The most 
i:nportant of these principles I take to be thatall members of the brother- 
hood of Istael are united together by a common bond, and that all who 
acknowledge the Shemt Yisraec! as the centre and kernel of their faith, be 
their country or nationality what it may, are pledged to a common hope 
and a common service. The Anglo-Jewish Association asserts that the 
men and women of the house of Isracl must, and should, help one 
another, and more specifically, that 


THE MORE FORTUNATE SHOULD HELP THE LESS FORTUNATE. 


Such an Association as ours, by this very principle of its being, stands 
above all minor and sectional differences. And so it has always been 
with us. From the first, orthodox and reformers met together in perfect 
harmony at our Council, and, in a later age, when Jews were, and are, 
divided by a totally different line of cleavage, Zionists and anti- Zionists, 
nationalists and anti-nationalists, work together for our chosen ends and 
aims in a harmony hardly less perfectand satisfactory. Now in England 


the members of the house of Israel are fortunate in two directions: we 


wre fortunate in possessing complete religious, political, and civic equality ; 
we are fortunate in standing shoulder to shoulder with our fellow citizens 
of other creeds in peace and in war for the honour and welfare of our 
country; we are fortunate in sharing with them in all the rights, in all 
the privileges, and in all the duties of citizenship. That is the first direc- 
tion of our good fortune, ani the second direction is that we have 
at our door, and at our elbow, a number of admirable educational 
advantages, which the State, the municipulity, or other agencies, put 
without religious test or qualification at our disposal. Now the Anglo- 
Jewish Association wants to give, so far as its power and its means allow, 
both these advantages, to the Jews of every country, no matter how dull 
or distant, who may at present be without them. So far as the first aim 
is concerned emancipation, freedom, equality —money is only required 
to enable us, in conjuaction with the Board of Deputies, to keep up an 
office and a staff. The head of that office and that staff is to-day, and, I 
hope, will be for many to-morrows, my friend Mr. Lacien Wolf. IL am 
ashamed to have to teil yon thit, for lack of funds, this office is 
improperly equipped, that the staff is too small, and that Mr. Woif and 
lis chief helper, a lady, not, as it happens, a Jewess, but a lady who 
deserves to be mentioned with respect and gratitude in any Jewish 
assembly, are quite wroagfally and improperly overworked. This state 
of things must surely not be allowed to c »ntinue, and I ask you with con- 
filence to help to put an end to it. Now I could, if time permitted, 
tell you a great deal about what the Anglo-Jewish Association 
has done in the past as regards the prevention of persecution and 
the obtainment of equality and freedom. But that is impossible. A 


-word of allusion must, however, be made to those Minority Right Clauses 


in the recent treaties with Poland, Ramania, and other Eastern Earopean 
countries, the attainment of which were at least partly due to the admir- 
able labours, and no less admirable tact and jadyment, of Mr. Wolf, sup- 
ported as he was, and as previous work on similar lines has always been, 
by the sympathy and efforts of H.M. Government. It will, however, be 
necessiry to watch very carefully over the application of those Clauses, 
and I can assure you that, even over and above the awful condition of our 
brethren in faith in the Ukraine, there is quite as much for Mr, Wolf and 
his committee to do now as ever there was before. I might even with 
truth declare that, though elements of hope in the situation are not want- 
ing, there is even more for Mr. Wolf to do —more work, more watchfulness, 
more care are required—now than during, or before, the war. I can 
only trust that it may. be God’s will that the cause of justice may gradually 
triumph. For that is what Jewish emancipation means. We ask for no 
privilegos; we ask for no exceptional position; we ask for common 
rights and common duties; we ask that what the Jewsof England possess 

~not to the detriment, but to the well-being of E igiand, this the Jews of 
Polanl aud Ramiwnia may possess also, to the vonefit, as we firmly 
believe, of 4nd of Ranania. dire not ling*r longer upon tee 
work of the Angio-Jewish Association in this directioa, whether upon its 
achievements in the past, or upon its hopes fot the future. I must go on 
at once to say justa word or t vo about one educational work—that side 
of our work which needs aad uses mich the la-gest amount of. money. 
There are still countries in the world, where, for a conaiderible time to 
come, the State will not furnish and pay for, and the Jews themselves, 
for various reasons, will be unable to provile for themselves a sound 


secular and religious education both for girls and for boys. It was the 


distinctive glory of the Aliiance Israélite to have perceived that

only; it depended also upon eduction. The two must go hand in hand.

Well, so far from feeli: g lit unon the 
raw by these criticisms of our educational policy, I glory tu that policy, 
and would nail it to the mast. ! would write dull Basra and tediv i4 
Teheran large and plain upon my flag. A Jew is a Jew to me even if he 
resides, and must all his life reside, in Persia. a Jewess is a Jewess, even 
if sbe is going to spend all herdaysin Moroces, Jie counts for one, and 
she counts for ooe, each counts for no less than one, aud nu mure, Yes, 
we ask you to help in the education of Jews and Jewesses in Basra, 
Mog idor, aud Teheran. We ask you, in helping them, to recognise practi- 
cally and lovingly the unity and equality of alllsrael. The Anuglo-Jewish 
Association should number its subscribers, not by teus as now, but by 
thousands. For Jewish charity mast begin at home, but it muss not end 
there. It must only end in Basra, in Mogador, ani! Teheran. There, 
fore, without any hesitation or compunction, 1 ask you to drink to the 
welfare and prosperity of the Anglo-Jewish Anpooiation and to snit the 
deed to the toast. (Cheers.) 

Major Percy SIMMONS, Chairman of the London County Cvuncil, 


. proposed the toast of os Government. He said that as apr Ay 
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the largest local education anthority in the kingdom, he desired to 
cuphasise how much they appreciated the splendid educational work 
the Association was doing. It would be a cryiug shame if that work had 
to cease owing to lack of funds, and he earnestly wished them: every 
success in their appeal. 

Sir ALFRED Monp, Bart., M.P., ia the course of his reply, said that 
the Association was a standing example of self-sacrifice and an object of 
emulation to the whole world. He was delighted with the speech of the 
Chairman, and the high and lofty tone in which he bad urged the unity 
of the Jewish people and the great power aud force of education among 
that people throughout the world. He had vi-ited many of the schools of 
the Association in the East and they showed how to the Jewish people 
culture came first and material things cime second. 

Sir ROBERT WaALeY Conen, K.B.E., in proposing the toast of the 
Clergy. said that the aims of the clergy coincided very closely with those 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association. There was no community which was 
better served by its clergy. . 

Habam Dr. M. taster, in reply, said that the Anglo-Jewish Associa 
tion was carrying on some of the ideal work for which the Ministry gave 
their lives. It stood for Jewish unity and solidarity. It had been the 
greatest inoral asset to persecuted Jews abroad. Their downtrodden 
brethren knew that there was someone to whom they could tarn for help. 
There was still need for the Association, which, like a seismograph, 
responded to every outbreak df racial hatred abroad. The East was full 
of young Jews and Jewesses who in the schools of the Association had 
been given a new spiritand new ideals, and enabled them to take thei 
right place in: the world. The Association had been of value here in 
England, too. It had taught Jews that they had to live for higher 
aims than the satisfaction of merely local needs. They took upon them 
selves the mission of the whole House of Israel, — 

Sir PHILIP MAGNUs, M.P.. in proposing the toast of the Visitors, said 
that he was the oniy surviving member present of the original Council of 
the Association. 

Mrs. Henry FAWCETT, LL.D... in reply, gavean interesting description 
of a visit she had paid to the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerugalem, 
and rendered a high tribute to the work of Miss Aunie Landau, the Head. 
mistress. She appcaied to those present to come to the helpofthe school. 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., proposed the health of the Chairman. 
He expressed the admiration which they all felt for Mr. Montefiore’s 
high «uatlities of heart and mind lie acknowledged the excellent 


relations which had always prevailed between Mr. Montefiore and himself 


in connection with the work of the Conjoint Foreign Committee. Hle 
sald that they would ail regret Mr. Montefiore's threatened retirement 
from the presidential chair, though they could not but admit that he had 
earpved the repose which he sought. 

The PReslLDENT, in reply, announced that the collection amounted to 
£x.735. This was not nearly evough, but wouid- help them to carry on 
their work for 4 little time.

Golders Green Synagogue. 


THE NEW BUILDING, 
A meeting of seatholders was held om Sunday at St. Alban’s Hall, 


North End Road. Mr. BeNJAMIN Deace, the President, was in the chair. 
In a restime of the past year's work, the CHAIRMAN said that snb- 
stantial progress had been made. There had been an increase in 


men:bership of thirty from. that of the preceding year, naking a total 
membership of $24. ‘The scattered units of the congregation had become 
more closely connected, which augured well for the success of the future 
generation. On the tinancial side, the Maintenance Fundaccount showed 
a balance of £455, and there wasa total revenue of £1,175. Withthe heavy 
commiitments accepted ‘in view of the building of the néew synagogue, it 
would be necessary shortly to revise the seat-rentals. The Sabbath and 
Festival services taxedthecapacity of St. Alban’s Hall to itsutmost,and the 
Comittee were doing their best to meet the requirements of the membersfor 
the ensuing High Festivals. The v¥rowth of the religion classes necessitated 
the appointment of an additional teacher. There were fifty-four children 
on the roll. A favourable report had been received from the examiners of 
the | nionof Religion Classes. The task of the teachers was made diffienit 
owing to the lack of accommodation. With the completion of the 
Synagogue, it was hoped those difficulties would disappear. .The Hon. 
Officers bad decided to make a charge of ten shillings and sixpence for 
children who attended the Classes, . 

On the motion of Mr. M. KEMBLE, seconded by Mr. J. GREENBAUM, 
the report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN reported on the substantial progress that had been 
made in the erection of the permanent synagogue. If spite of the present 
unrest, negotiations with the. United Synagogue had been brought toa 
successful issue, and in that connection the Committee felt that a debt of 
gratitude was due to the Council of the United Synagogue for their co- 
operation and financial aid. The cost of building the first section and its 
pirtial equipment would be about £29,000, Towards that amount, as a 
resu't of energetic canvassing, the local community had contributed 
£7,000, of which £6,500 had already been handed over. To.complete the 
equipment a further sum of £2,000 was required. He would appeal to ali in 
the Golders Green congregation to subscribe that sum of money without 
delay so that a properly equipped place of worsbip could be established, 
which would be a credit to the community. Apathy must give place to 
whole-hearted spontaneity. Each member had a responsibility to fill in 
securing the sacred fane. The Committee ha.t hoped that the building would 
be completed in time for the forthcoming Holy Days, but owing to the 
present crisis that hope would not be realised. The foundation-stone 
would be laid next month. 

The following were elected : Messrs. B. Drage, President ; H. M. Lush, 
Vice-President; 5. Karet, Treasurer; J. Hyams, Hon. Secretary; LL. 
Bernstein, A. Bloch, G. Cohen, J. Davies, P. Goodman, M. Greidinger, H. 
Kerman, H. Lewisohn, L. Lubig, J. Seaford, and N. Shaffer, Committee. 

Mr. P. GOODMAN moved a vote of thanks to the President and to the 
Rev. I. Livingstone. Ue said that the congregation was indeed fortunate 
in possessing such valuable and zealous workers, 

Mr. J. GREENBAUM seconded, and Mr. 8. KARE’ supported the vote. 

The Rey. I. LIVINGSTONE, in reply, said he would like to see a better 
attondance on the Sabbath-day. A little more sacrifice was needed on 
the part of the members. Every effort had been made to provide Kasher 
meat for the Jewish people in the district, but there was the difficulty of 
obtvining a shop. The attitude of the Golders Green community on the 
matter had been favourably commented upon in the Jewish World and 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. The Beth Din had agreed to the proposals of the 
Go'ders Green Synagogue, but the Shechita Board had objected. ~Negotia- 
tiuns were still pending. | 
~The CHAIRMAN, in reply, paid a tribute to fhe work of his colleagues 

on the Committee.

King Solomon's Jewels. 
From Miss REGINA MIRIAM BLOCH. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn.—During the war I was so much attracted by the following account 
in a daily paper, that I cat it out and am now sending it to you as an 
interesting item of hypothesis: 

A great and brilliant diamond, said by tradition to have been given by Ring 
Solomon to the (ueen of Sheba, and w hich, after a career of sinister influence, 
was incorporated in the Prussian Royal regalia, is believed to have played a 
mysterious part in the downfall of the Hohenzollern dynasty. An account of 
the long vears of evil connected with the fatefal gem, as related by an imeter 
national diamond dealer, is forwarded by the New York correspondent of the 
Central News. 

The storv of the *“ Blaze of Glory.’ as the atone was ealied, is perhaps the 
most fascinating in the history of famous precious jewels. Engraved por 
one side of the-diamond in the most cunning work is the sacred sign of Kip 
Solomon and, on the reverse, a device attributed to that of the Queen of Sheba 

The story goes that the wise King; carried away by the charm of Sheba’s 
ruler, plu ked the jewel from his turban and gave it to the (Queen. 

fales of the wonderful gem were carried by travellers into Persia, and the 
greed of the nomadic King El-Hakin II. was soon excited, He marched into the 
land of the unfortunate Queen, and robbed her body, w hich had been matilated 
by his soldiers, of the biood stained jewel. 

| Two weeks later the Shah was m irdereid bv a subject in his royal palace 
And so, from year to vear, the diamond wrought its evil inflaence on every 
ruler, potentate prince and family, sooner or later, which became associated 
With it Possession of the sinister gem spelt ruin, and often bloodshed, to the 
owner, and recent history seems to have continued its fatefal tradition of mis 
fortune 

lt is from this stage in the history of the jewel that its connection with the 
ex-Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany begins, 

in the Middle Ages the Margrave (or Marqais de Brandenburg, whose 
kingdom was the nucleus around which sprang up the Prassian dynasty, tn 
mikiog one of his accustomed raids into the neignbouring country of Silesia, 
captured a Jewish merchant, whose collection of goods contained the 1tl-starrced 
diamond. 3 

The Maryrave promptly seized the shining gem, and swore to make it adorn 
the crown of a great kingdom. of which his family was to be the head. The 
merchant, aware of the agree the diamond carried with it, ventured to warn the 
Margrave. but for his boldness the merchant met his death bv the ruler’s orders 
on the castle walls the same night. 

The treasure wae handed down appar ntiy without grest incident, from 
King to king. until it came into the hands of the monarch now in exile at 
Amerongen Hy this time the je wet had gained the central position in the 
Crown of the House of Prussia. 

lhe later heads of the dynasty appear to have lost sight of the tradition 
attached to the gem which adorned their crown The keeper of the Prussian 
iewel-house, the late Herr Graff Zunkelhoro, a learné! antiquarian, had, how 
ever. kept its fateful history in mini. 

Hie knew that to the vears between 1919 and 192] was assigned the climax in 
the awful record of misfortane and ruin marked out by the stone. -Hence he 
unplored his Royal master to rid himself of the jewel when he was to.be 
crowned King of Prussia. 

Wilhelm’s rep!y was: You must understand that. am crowned by the 
spirit of God and the will of my people. _ The Hohenzollerns must endure for 
ever. No curse of evil can harm our dvaasty.'’ So be was crowned. Tradition 
has, however, justified iteelf.—Central News. 

Naturally, I cannot vouch for this oddly narrated story, except to 
render the printed word, but, if I may be permitted to say so, itis in 
exaclh agreement with an article which 1 am contributing to this 
mouth’s JRWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT regarding the character of the 
romantic Queen of Sheba. Asa mitter of fact, only the length of that 
article forced me to leave out the tradition I have appended herewith. 

However, it is a most curious romance, revealing not alone the force of 
legend, but the truth that the history and survival of jewels is 
wilder than fiction, as accounts of stones like the Koh-i-Noor 
aud the Hope diamond prove beyond refuting: Heine felt this 
deeply in his “Romanzero.” In his famous serial poem, “Jehuda- 
ben-Halevy,” in part Ill. he uafolds a most fascinating chronicle 
of a jewel which journeyed down to our own times from 
antiquity. He narrates how Alexander the Great, after the battle of 
Arbela, seized the gold casket of Darius, the Persian King, which 
contained the latter's priceless personal decorations. Alexander sent 
ene of the most beautiful gems to his mother, namely, the sigaet ring of 
Cyrus, which was turned into a broochor clasp. To his teacher, Aristotle, 
the stoic philosopher, he conveyed a great onyx for his natural history 
cabinet. Lat the exquisite pearls in the casket of the conquered 
Darius~a priceless string which treacherous Smerdis once presented to 
the (Queen Atossa—Alexander gave to Thais the dancer. According 
to the poet, she wore them in her loosened tresses, when 
on that Bacchanalian night of dance and caronse, she flung her lighted 
torch into the palace of Persepo'’is and set it on fire. After Thais died at 
Babylon, the pearls were put up for auction and a priest from Egyptian 
Memphis bought them, whence they wandered to the toilet-table of 
Cleopatra, who crushed the choicest pearl in the string and mixed it with 
her wine to flatter Mare Antony. Thence, the pearls roamed to Spain 
and dangled from the turban of the Calif of Cordova. Abd-el-Rahman 
the Third wore them asa ribbon-ornament during the joust, when “he 
stabbed thirty golden rings and the heart of Suleim,.” After the fall of 
the Moors, the pearls came into Christian keeping and to the royal 
treasury of Castile. There, “ Catholig Majesties” wore them at “ Court: 
festivals, bull-fights and processions,” till they were agiin exchanged to 
cover a big financial deficit. The last time they appear in our poet's 
vision is 

“Atthe courtofthe Tuileries . . . 
And they shimmered at the throat 
Of the Baroness Salomon.” 

The wonderful jewel casket. of Darius, however, Alexander had 

retained for himself and used as a shrine ia which to carry Homer's 


immortal epics about with him on his campaigas. This is a historically 


recorded fact familiar to all Greek students and, no doubt, it fired Heine's 
im‘gination to the present fine flight. But a deep truth underlies the 
whoie poem. Weall know how suprisingly few generations it takes to 
reiurn to historic times, and that “Imperial Cyesar, dead and turned to 
clay,” no doubt stops a hole to keep the wind away! Thus, jewels and 
gold are also birds of passage and change. Jewish legend contirms this. 
On page 132 of Rabbi Dr. Bergmann’s “ Legends of the Jews,” we find the 
following: 

“Sometimes legend describes the fate of certain holy or important 
articles and thus connects the events of different historical periods by 
some fantastic combination. The rod, which God mide in the twilight of 
the Sixth Day of Creation, was given to Adam and was iuherited by later 
generations until it came into the hands of Joseph. After his death, it 
reached the palace of Pharaoh; there Jethro saw and seized it and 
planted it in his garden. Thence it was fetched by Moses, who consum- 
mated miracles by its aid. Another legend rélates that the magic rod 
later came into David's possession and was inherited by successive kings, 
until the Temple was destroyed, In some future time, it will be given

LXAXXVII.—WHY IS IT? 
MY De&AR COUSIN, 


It was indeed pleasing to observe so good an attendance at our 
synagogue on the First Day of the recent Festival of Pentecost. I was 
informed that pretty well all Jewish places of worship were full on that 
occasion. Doubtless the reason will be found in the fact that it was 
Sunday, and many people who might otherwise have been prevented 
from attending Divine Service were glad of the opportunity. It was a 
goodly sight to see the sacred building filled to its uttermost capacity, and 
the thought crossed one’s mind that after all there must be many Jews 
whose heart is sound even if one does not see them in synagogue as often 
as one would like. 

The service over, the vast concourse of people thronged out of the 
doors on their way home. The women were in their best, the children 
appeared to enjoy the Yom Tv) atmosphere, and the men greeted each 
other warmly. forming little groups the while. What must have struck 
any onlooker was the speed with which the great majority lit up their 
cigars and cigarettes. Scarcely had they left the synagogue, many were 
yet within its precincts and on its steps, when out came their sniokes and 
their matches. Here and there you might see one man borrowing a light 
from another, and -all down the street there trailed clouds of smoking 
incense. 


Of course there is nothing really wrong in this, nor is my plaint that 
of a non-sinoker or a kill joy. But the habit does show a lack of respect 
to the Holy Convocation ; it indicates a certain incapacity of self-restraint. 
Having waited so.jong, the lovers of My Lady Nicotine might wait until 
they had arrived at their own hearthstone before they indulged in a harm. 
less pleasure. Somchow it seems tome thata crowd of Jews leaving their 
Synagogue and making their way home without a “pillar of smoke” 
presents a more agreeable sight than one in which almost every other person 
is puffing away atacigar. It isa «question of dignity. If the Synagogue 
service has edified, ‘as it should, the frame of mind of those leaving the 
synagogue should be attuned to the Infinite, and somehow a smoking 
crowd isdisturbing. Why isit that we lack this small amount of restraint” 

| was also in Synagogue on the Second Day of the Festival. The 
contrast in the attendance was noticeable. There. was no comparison 
with the previous day. Not even the Memorial Service exercised the 
attraction you might have expected. Even so, ours had a pretty. good 
record, for I was informed thatat a neighbouring synagogue there was an 
aspect ofdesolation. Of course, we know the reason for this. But why 
is it that if‘in reality the Second Days of the Festivals have been 
practically abrogated, we do ndt draw the logical conclusion and abrogate 
them officially? Isitacase of carrying on the traditions of the Faith 
by means of hired officials ’ 

The unreality of the thing is annoying. We appear to be halting 
between two opinions. We do not seem to realise the effect of this make. 
believe on our children and on our Ministers. At the Religion Classes 
our young folk are taught that the Holy days are kept on two days. In 
actuality, however, they observe thatif the Holy Days are kept at all 
they are kept.only on one day. Our Ministers, too, are influenced 
adversely in spite of themselyes. I verily believe that the curious 
conduct of some of our Ministers. when they are off duty is explicable 
by reference to the organised pretence in our communal life. The congre- 
gants stay away from Synagogue on the Second Days of the Festivals: the 
ministers have to be there. The weaker brethren among them come to 
look upon themselves as Inummers and behave accordingly. Here isa 
side-light on this very problem. On a golf course recently, there might 
have been seen one of our London clergy (who, by the way, generally 
comp'ains of being very hard worked), He looked at his watch, it was 
getting near half-past four. In a state of sub-conscious nervousness he 
informed his companion (a fellow Jew) that he was due at a meeting at 
half-past four, but that be had no intention of being present. Of course, 
there was nothing very heinous in this. But it showed the frame of 
mind of some of our religious leaders. 


Our communal officials also present a curious problem. Why is it 
that so many of them (¢./., communal secretaries) do not live a life in 
accordance with the doctrines officially professed by the bodies they 
serve’ You will find many an official of an orthodox organisation whose 
home is anything but orthodox. Why should this be” 

I have often asked myself this question, and. I sometimes feel that as a

unto the Messiah. . . . Again, the money which Joseph amassed in 
Egypt, was brought to Palestine by the Israelites where it remaived until 


Rehoboam’s reign. Then, Shishak, King of Egypt, came and bore it

Similarly. the wreckage of the Throne of Solomon is said yet 
to be in Rome. “Under these playfal combinations of legend,” adds the 
loarned Rabbi, “ lies a serious fo'k-thonght—the idea that all the episodes 
of human history stand in a mysterious relationship, and that history 
runs according to a const cutive and moral law or plan.” 

No doubt, many of your readers have laughed over a quaint, farcicul 
modern novel, called “ Aif’s Button.” Alf was a Tommy in France, one 
button of whose coat happened to be the last remaining fragment of 
Aladdin's Lamp. Whenever poor “Aif" polished this button, the 
terrifying Genius of the Lamp appearedtohim. Diverting as this conceit 
is, i¢ contains the sam truth which [have now submitted for general 
speculation. Who knows how many fragments of the gold of Ophir and 
the treasures of Solomon, the King, lie among the minted sovereigas in 
the Bank-of England at this moment? Thereis nothing entirely common- 
place in God's auiver ic, for the mystery of the spiri¢ pervades all things. 


community we have, speaking broadly, the ministers and officials we 
deserve. We are charitable to a degree; suffering apperis to us. In this 
respect, we of Anglo-Jewry havetrnly Jewish hearts. But when it comes to 
intellectual interests, we do not stand foremost among the Jewries of the 
world. Ask any publisher, and he will tell you that Jewish books have’ 
no great market among Jews. Our foremost scholarly society, the Jewish 
Historical Society of England, boasts of a membership of no more than 
about three hundred. Why is it so? Doubtless, one should be grateful 
for small mercies, and be contented that at least so many people show an 
interest in the work of the Historical Society. But the low standard of 
satisfaction is obvious. | 

Nor does this fact stand alone as proof of our weak interest in 
intellectual matters. I cannot help referring to an illustration which is 
pertinent because it is topical. Here is the Brann Library for sale. It 
is agreed that the collection is speeially good, and we know that during 
the last seven years or so Jews’ College Library has been able to acquire 
but few additions. The Brann Library affords a splendid opportunity for 
filling up the gaps. Yet we do pot appear to possess a single man of 
wealth with sufficient imagination to seize an occasion for immortalising 
his name inthe anna!'s of Anglo-Jewry. He might purchase the Brann 
collection and present it in his name to Jews’ College. Not only Lave we 
no such man, but the efforts of this journal to find twenty men in the 
community for the purpose has met with but slow response. In all 
probability the Library will be sold elsewhere, and not in this country 4 
Directly news of the offer of the Library reached Switzerland, the 
Jewish community of Ziirich took into consideration whether it should 
not purchase the whole collection for its communal Library. As soon 
as the Americans heard that the Library was in the tmarket, they ap- 
proached the owners with anoffer to purchase. Whatacontrast with the 
conduct of our own community ! 


(Juestions such as these have often troubled my mind, and I have 
been ‘unable to discover answers to them. But do not think that I 
have only looked inside the community for difficult conundrums. In the 
greater world beyond there are also problems which at times make 
one ask, why is it? Recall Einstein's visit a week or two ago. He 
was acclaimed as the greatest mind of our age: his simplicity of 
demeanonr, his ability to produce sweet music were favourably com 
mented upon, But not once did I see it stated that Einstein isaJew. Ido 
not think that this point needs stressing. Jews may sometimes produce 


‘ a great genius; other peoples may sometimes do no less. But when (in 


breach of the ninth commandment) the mass of the public is informed in 
season and out of season that Jews are revolutionaries, that they are a 
disruptive element in modern, society, that the British Empire itself is 
‘in danger of their secret machinations, it is only fair surely to expect 
that when a popular hero who is a Jew appears on the horizon, his 
Jewishness should be pointed out. Why is it that this small point is 
overlooked 


Let me quote another illustration. In the last issue but one of the 
Times Literary Supplement there is a very sympathetic review of a new 
commentary on the Book of Job. The writer considers the contribution 
to the problem of the new commentary. then details the story of Job in 
its outlines, and concludes with these words: “ And thisthrilling study in 
psychology, so tine, so delicate, and so true, has been enshrined in a book 
acclaimed by the consent of the competent as one of the world’s. most 
precious masterpieces.” A just summary, but why is it that the writer 
does not mention the Jewish origin of the book, or that it is.a part of 


‘Jewish literature, that grand contribution to the world’s best thought to 


which the world has given honour through the aves’

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MRS. JOSEPH FELS. 

LITE a notable figure in recent economic history was Mr. 
Josey mh Fels, the apostle of the ~ single tax.’ Decribed as 
“ali tile man with a great heart.’ Mr. Fels devoted a life. 
time to expouscing a system of taxation that he thought 
would redress many of the economic evils from which the world is 
suffering. One of his great hopes was that this system might be 
applied to the Jewish 
Commonwealth which he 
hoped was one day to be 
created in Palestine. 
Unhappily his career 
was cut short before the 
realisation of his dream. 
bat he handed the torch 
on to his widow. who is 
deeply impressed with 
the possibilities of Pales- 
tine not only as a home 
for the Jewish people, 
but as a country where 
it may be possible to 
build a new order where 
the handicaps of an 
older civilisation may be 
averted. She has lately 
been in Palestine to 
explore the ground.” 
No one in United States 
.Jdewry enjovs higher 
esteem for her qualities 
of heart and mind, and 
the leaders of American 
Zionism set the greatest 
store by the counsel and 

support of Mary Fels. 

“A VERY PRIVATE PERSON.” 

Describing her tour, Mrs. Feis said: “I went to Palestine as a very 
private person, so that I was able to survey the situation of the country 
from an absolutely unofficial standpoint. I was accompanied by Mr. 
Schweitzer, late Treasurer of the Zionist Organisation of America, 
and his wife and Dr. Braunschweig, President of the Swiss Zionist 
Federation. Dr. Ruppin acted as our guide in the early stages of 
our tour, and Miss Ruth Franklin, niece of the High Commissioner, 
accompanied our party. We were being shown land belonging to 
the Palestine Land Development Company, as I desired to purchase 
a considerable area for settlement purposes. We explored several of 
the northern colonies, but I was chiefly impressed with Rechoboth, which 
fills one with confidence.for the future of the country. Here, Mr. Eisen- 
berg, Director of the Agudath Nataim, is doing wonderful wotk. This 
| Society is placing immigrants on the land, co-operative principles being 
applied wherever possibie. Land is acquired as the settlements develop, 
and if only Eisenbergs could be multiplied throughout - Palestine, the 
agriculture future of the coustry would be assured. Palestine is enevit- 
ably the Jewish homeland. Itis an impious thought to suggest other- 
wise. The country calis for our people, and those who go there cannot 
fail to be stimulated and inspired. 

THE BEDROCK. 

“ The thing that filled me with dismay,” said Mrs. Fels, “‘ was the fact 
that the young Palestinians were leaving the country. Thé explanation 
was that no land was available whereon they ‘could set up for them- 
selves and continue their fathers’ work. They are the best forces in 
Palestine. That made me decide that the land I proposed to 
purchase shonid be offered to the young Palestinians in the 
first place, and then to some Dutch colonists, in whom my friend, 
Mr. Van Vriesland, is interested, and to a goodly number of Haluzim. 
There would have beea no Balfour Declaration,” declared Mrs: Fels 
emphatically, without the Rothschild colomies. The new Palestine owes 
its creation to the great Zionist devotion of Baron Edmond de Rothschild, 
and to the sacrifices and beautiful bravery of the colonists. The Zionist 
Organisation is largely to blame for not having made greater use of the 
knowledge and experience of the men on the spot. A great deal of 
money could have been saved, and many grievous mistakes avoided had 
they done so. 
we raised with such labour and self-sacrifice in America had not produced 
greater results in Palestine. Much more land should and could have been 
ac ;uire 1.”

THE JAFFA RIOTS.

Otherwise the colonists would have been off 
their guard and would have been unable to resist the carefully-prepared

THE FUTURE OF OUR HOSPITALS. 

“ Everybody according to hia means, ac cording to the blessing of the Lord thy 
God, which he hath given thee.’’— Deut. rvt., 17. 

I, 

For the 49th time appeal is to be made to the com passionate popula- 
tion of London to contribute to the upkeep of the Metropolitan hospitals. 
On s© many separate occasions we Jews have had the gracious oppor- 
tunity of joining hands with the members of other creeds ina national 
work of mercy ; and we have welcomed a movement which brings together 
synagogue, church, and chapel upon a common platform of human sym- 
pathy. We have had the satisfaction of knowing that for at least two (ays in 
the year the barriers of creed are surmounted, and Jew and Gentile unite 
in their places of worship to plead the cause of the hospitals in the name 
of the common Father of Mankind. 
the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund has been in existence, it has 
distributed among these institutions, according to their ascertained needs 
and merits, more than two million pounds. It will not admit of question 
that the fand has served to quicken the puise of public sympathy for the 
sick and suffering; that it has helped to realise the ideal set forth in the 
text of everybody contributing to a beneficent object according to the 
means with which God bas blessed him.

Certainly hospitals flourished in London before this movement was 
established, and their pecuniary position was perhaps no worse than it is 
to-day, when they are receiving financial support from this and other 
But they did not appeal to ai! classes of the community in 
the sense in which they appeal to them to-day. Tho rich man gave from 
his superfiaity, but the moderately well-off and those who were far from 
well-off, if they did not feel themselves altogether exempt from the duty, 
were not impressed as they now are with its paramount necessity. Because 
at most, people only bad it in their power to help an individual hospital 
ortwo. The difficulty of making a selection from a hundred institutions 
or more, all equally deserving, must have operated in many instances to 
decide even the charitably-disposed to withhold their support altogether. 
There was no possible opportunity of assisting the medica) charities of 
the Metropolis as a whole. All this has been changed during the past halt 
a century by the institution of a Hospital Sunday Fund for the Metropolis. 
and the two kindred bodies which have sprung from this movement— 
King Edward V1I.'s Hospital Fund and the Metropolitan Hospital Saturday 
Fund. To-day the privilege of supporting the 250 medical charities of the 
Metropolis is brought within the easy reach of everybody.

One of the many claims which the Hospital Sunday Fund has upon 


the charitable community is this: that it gives the general publica practical 


and effective voice in the management of the hospitals. Year by year 
new treatments and new appliances, often very costly, drain the purses of 
the hospitals. New special departments, new requirements in the com- 
plicated and expensive technique of surgery, new apparatus of all kinds, 
are constantly to be provided if hospitals are to be kept abreast of modern 
progress. Year by year their managing bodies demand more and more 
funds, and year by year the benevolent public in general, and the Hospital 
Sunday Fand in particular, do their best to satisfy those increasing 
demands. Bat with the growth of hospital incomes there has grown 
the necessity of criticism of hospital administration; and this, in 
order to be of the highest value, must come from without. U naless 
criticism can impress its conclusions on governing bodies in some practical 
way, it is not likely to be much heeded. And so itis that central fands, 
associated with: the management of no one hospital, but impartially 
interested in all, can do, and are doing, invaluable work in the promotion 
of efficiency and economy. The Hospital Sunday Fund thus represents 
the interests of small subscribers who otherwise would have no voice in 
the management, nor any means of effective criticism. By uniting them 
together as contributors to a central fund, it wields on their behalf au 
influence unattainable in any other way. So that, by contributing to this 
movement, all classes of the public are exercising a vicarious but none 
the less expert supervision over the destination of their money. The 
Fund acts as the spokesman and represcatative of those who have neither 
the inclination nor the time to consider carefully the many problems of 
hospital management. Thus, the efficient working of these institutions 
is stimulated by pub‘ic enthusiasm ; and for this reason, if for no other, 
Londoners of every station and degree are called upon to extend support 
to a movement which maintains our medical charities at a very high 
level of efficiency.

But there are other reasons which appe.sl to us. Neither rich nor 

poor cau claim to be exempt from a tax in which all are invited to assess

the cause. To think of their being parties to disruption when there ought 
to be union isimpossible. I know that they have saffered keenly by the 
hin irance of their endeavours to preserve unity and peace. There is no 
desire on their part to * boss the machine.’ Judge Brandeis is absolutely 
disinterested, and has, I know, refused to push himself forward, which 
he could have done had he bsen animated by any personal ambitions. 
I have the fullest confidence in the ultimate triumph of the principles for 
which his party stands. The Jewish people are wise, and love truth and 
righteousness, and truth and righteousness will conquer in the end.”

During the forty-eight years that . 
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themselves according to their means, and from which ali will benefit, in 
varying degrees, according to their needs. When a sudden emergency 
occurs, and the rich man, injured in a street accident, requires that aid 
which would come too late if he were to wait to be conveyed to his house 
or to the private nursing-home, the doorsof the hospital are open to him, 
and he may be carried through them side by side with some nameless 
wanderer, some worker who has been struck down while toiling to earn 
his daily bread. ‘To all in their need the hospital ward is open so long as 
there is a bed on which to lay the patient who needs assistance. But the 
maintenance of those beds is a matter which has to be paid for; and 
what if there be none standing empty when the urgent case comes in? 
What if space which beds might occupy is standing vacant, because 
there are no funds to provide for their upkeep? In such an event the 
man in need, whether he is rich or poor, must be turned away—as has 
happened recently in the unfortunate instance of the London Hospital, 
which has had to close whole wards —to seek admission elsewhere. 

In these circumstances there is a growing desire in certain quarters 
to see the hospitals of the country thrown upon the rates. 
Already the Minister of Health has come to the aid of one or more 
voluntary hospitals, and is contemplating the necessity of assisting the 
others. This looks very mach like the introduction of the thin-end of 
the wedge of State support for the hospitals and a gradual ousting of the 
voluntary system. Let us ask, would this be for the benefit of the com. 
munity at large? Just consider what this would involve. Those on 
whom the rates are levied pay a compulsory tax at the bidding of the 
State, and even the most benevolent and public-spirited among us can 
hardly claim that we pay our taxes with cheerful willingness, or that in 
so doing we are filled with kindly thoughts for those upon whom the 
money so. levied will be ultimately expended. But the gift of charity to 
the hospitals is on an entirely different footing; it blesses him that gives 
no less than it benefits its recipient, because the only compulsion upon 
the giver is imposed by- his conscience and by his kind heart, when he 
thinks of others in less fortunate circumstances than his own. All this 
might be ordered otherwise, of course.- The hospitals might be made 


into institutions supported out of the rates, governed by the County or. 


Borough Council, supervised by a Government Department, enmeshed in 
red tape, rejuvenated and brought under a grandiose State scheme, and 
with no need to apply to the charitable for assistance. But who would 
be benefited by such a change?’ Would the sick and injared, needing 
prompt and effective help? That isinconceivable. For now the hospitals 
are under the rule of those who have made them what they are, and who 


in their zeal on behalf of their fellows have built and organised them 


voluntarily for the rendering of such help, and for no other object. 
Would the charitable gain’ They would lose the object of their 
charity, the occasion to think of others would be gone, and the need 
for self-denial in order to increase their gifts would no longer be 
felt. On the other hand, the necessiiy to maintain the hospitals would 
still be there, imposed by statute, and enforced by the rate-collector ; 
80 that the very mention of the word “hospital” would but call to 
mind the irksome burden of a tax from which by-gone generations 
were free. To those who now maintain the hospitals by their self-deny- 
ing generosity the law-imposed necessity to give would afford no 
pecuniary relief. On the contrary, recent experience of the deadly effects 
of bureaucratic control in other departments leads us to believe that the 


_ change would be entirely for the worse. No; the generous public who 


maintain the hospitals of London by their free gifts have nothing to gain by 
their municipalisation, but much to lose. And the loss in another sense 
ofsuch achange would be immense. It would mean a loss of moral worth 
te the whole community. To remove those old famiiar words from the doors 
of our hospitals: “Supported by Voluntary Contributions,” would mean 
a public confession that the quality of mercy in London was so strained 
that it was unequal to any demand for sacrifice. We know in our own 
experience that if we allow the instincts of compassion to be thwarted 
and restrained by refusing to take trouble, by refusing to give thought, 
then there passes Over us inevitably a certain hardening of the heart: 
whereas if we give to the instincts of compassion free play, and grudge 
no sacrifice to which they lead us, we have our reward in the glow of 
self-satisfaction and spiritual health, because the manhood within us 
has been true to itself and stronger for the call of sacrifice that was 
made upon it. And itis not otherwise with a community. But if the 
hospitals of London are to maintain their high position among the great 
charities of the world, the outpouring of benevolence must be liberal. The 
collection of the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund places before al! the 
opportunity of making that outpouring not only liberal but general. None 
need hesitate to give because his gift must be but small, or because he 
shrinks from seeing it contrasted with that of his richer neighbour. The 
words of our grand old book still convey to us their living lesson: “ Every- 
one according to his means, according to the blessing of the Lord thy 
God, which he hath given thee.”

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 
A CLOSED CHAPTER.* 


IN NOVEMBER 1917, Mr. Balfour, who was then Foreign Secretary, 
addressed the following letter to Lord Rothschild: 
Foreign Office, 
November 2nd, 1917. 


DEAR LORD ROTHSCHILD, 

I have much pleasure in conveying to you, on behalf of His 
Majesty's Government, the following declaration of sympathy with 
Jewish Zionist aspirations which has been submitted to, and approve. 
by, the Cabinet :— 

“ His Majesty's Government view with favour the establishment 
in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish People, and will use 
their best endeavours to facilitate the achievement of this object, it 
being clearly understood that nothing shall be done which may preja- 
dice the civil and religions rights of existing non-Jewish communities 


in Palestine, or the rights and political status enjoyed by Jews in any | 


other country.” | 

I should be grateful if you would bring this declaration to the 
knowledge of the Zionist Federation. 

Yours sincerely, 
ARTHUR JAMES BALFOUR. 
That is the document which is popularly known as the Balfour Declara- 
tion and was the basis upon which Great Britain's policy in respect 
to the future of Palestine (and inter alia the selection of this country 
as Mandatory there) was founded. - 

In June, 1921, Mr. Winston Churchill,” speaking in behalf of the 
British Government, im whose behalf also Mr. Balfour wrote in 1917, 
_said that the interpretation of Mr. Balfour's words was: 

“That the Jews scattered throughout the world but whose 
hearts were always turned to Palestine, would be able to come there 
and develop the country to the advantage of all the inhabitants.” 

This, then, is the conception which the Government holds of the promise 
conveyed by Mr. Balfour to Lord Rothschild. 

And now let us see what the Government conceives to be the rightful 
spirit in which the Balfour promise to “use their best endeavours to 
facilitate the achievement of” “the establishment in Palestine of a 
National Home for the Jewish People” should be effectuated. Mr. 
Churchill has told us. 


There have been brought into Palestine under the Zionist scheme, 
he declared, “about 7,000 Jews. Thisimmigration and the propaganda 
have greatly alarmed and excited the Arab population. It is not so 
much the numbers as the continuous and ardent declaration of the 
Zionist Organisation throughout the world of their hope and aim of 
making Palestine a predominantly Jewish country and peopled by 
Jews from all parts of the world, and also the fear that these Jews 
will come from Central Europe and particularly from Rassia.” “As 
a matter of fact these fears are quite illasory.”. “The Jewish 
immigration is being watched both from the point of view of numbers 
and character. No Jews will be brought in beyond the number that 
can be provided for by the expanding development of the resources 
of the country.” “If representative institutions arc conceded, as | 
hope they will be, to the inbabitants of Palestine, some definite 
arrangements will have to be made to safeguard within reasonable 
limits the immigration of Jews into the country.” 


The British Government's idea of a Home is evidently a place from 
which you are excluded and which you are forbidden to enter! 


We have placed these pronouncements in juxtaposition because they _ 


form the beginning and the close of an important—a critical—-chapter in 
Jewish Nationalist (and, of course Jewish) history. The chapter of the 
Balfour Declaration, with its inspiring and elevating thoughts of great 
hopes realised, of: The Day” for our people arrived, of prophecies come 
to pass and anew Yeshub begun, of Israel after the age-long wanderings in 
exile at last at rest as a people in its own land, of all indeed that is crystal}. 
lisedin the phrase employed by Sir Herbert Samuel at the Balfour 


Declaration thanksgiving meeting—‘‘Next Year in Jerusalem ”—that™ 


chapter is ended and the future of the Jewish Nationalist Movement will 
have to be written in a pew one. That the Balfour Declaration has 
become virtually a mere letter--and that almost a dead one—or, at least, 
has now gone over to history, can be gathered from a comparison of the 
words of promise with the words of performance as we have set one over 
against the other— Mr. Balfour's statement to Lord Rothschild with Mr. 
Churchill’s statement to the House of Commons. Only the colour blind, 
that cannot distinguish between black and white, can see in the expressed 
policy of the minister to-day a carrying out (in any reasonable conception 
of the term) of the expressed intention of the minister in 1917. 

There will be those, of course, who anxious to dwell still in the 
halcyon delights of the Balfour Declaration, will refuse to see in present 
conditions the closing of that entrancing chapter. ‘There are others who 
will deny that the chapter isclosed, because the working out of the chapter 
isso in accordance with their particular ideas. They rejoice to think that 
the Balfour Declaration has come to mean merely (at most) a trivial 
immigration into Palestine, ani that the National Home for the Jewish 
people has dwindled down to a convalescent home for the most persecuted 
and the worst-conditioned of our people. Of course, as a matter of fact, 
it is by no means clear that Sir Herbert Samuel and Mr. Churchill quite 
perceive the matter in that light; because the immigration besides 


being restricted in point of numbers, is to be restricted in point of . 


quality, and it is difficult to see how quality (of the sort intended) can 
be obtained out of just those Jews who have been most persecuted and 
subjected to the worst degradation. We have a shrewd suspicion indeed 
that these Convalescent Home “ Zionists” (!) will not be as greatly 
perturbed when they discover that the Goverament does not intend 
Palestine to be a refuge for the Ukraine as they will be greatly joyed 
at Palestine not becomingin a true sense a National Home for their 
People. That, by the way. It is always difficult to close the chapter of 
any book that entrances us and holds our rapt attention. And whether 
the Balfour Declaration was attractive to those who read it as heralding

the arrival of that age-long hoped: for time of our national restoration, 
or merely as a promise of a land of asylum for persecuted Jews, those 
who read it are naturally loth to recognise that it is closed, 

But that the chapter is closed, the extracts we have made from the 
Balfour Declaration and from the statement made by Mr. Churchill surely 
conclusively prove. Mr. Balfour must have had something very different 
in his mind when he spoke of a Nationa! Home for the Jewish People than 
the sort of Jewish Palestine that Mr. Churchill thinks may possibly be 
effectuated with a great deal of trouble and a great deal of patience. If 
Mr. Balfour had thought of a Jewish National Home only in the terms of 
a restricted and refined immigration, there would have been no need for 
him to insert in his Declaration words assuring the Jews of the world that 
their political status in the various countries of the Diaspora would not be 
prejudiced. How could their political status be prejudiced by the migra. 
tion to Palestine of a few poor, dejected, persecuted Jews, or even a few 
Jews of any kind, year by year > How could their status be affected bya 
Palestine that was to remain-essentially Arab”? 

It was because Mr. Balfour thought of a Palestine that should become 
as Jewish as England is English, because he thought that the Jews going 
there would obtain political rights as Jews, and that there might possibly 
be some clash between the Jew as political in Palestine and the Jew as 
merely religions in the Diaspora, that he inserted word’ to show that the 
political rights of Jews as Jews in Palestine should not interfere with th®@ 
political rights as Englishmen, Frenchmen, Americans, or Germans, 0, 
Jews in the Diaspora. If Mr. Balfour had meant what Mr. Churchill has 
now said is all that the Government understands by a Jewish National 
Home, it is surely obvious that he would have used Mr. Churchill's words 
and not his.own—he would have spoken of some Jews being allowed to 
enter into Palestine, subject to their not upsetting the preponderance of 
Arab influence, and subject to there being a sufficiency economically in 
Palestine to grect them on their arrival. No, there is no gainsaying the 
fact that the chapter of.the Balfour Declaration is closed. 

A NEW. CHAPTER. 

But there is no reason to suppose that the new chapter that is opening 
is going to be-as wholly unsatisfactory, as some who linger upon the 
Balfour Declaration chapter are likely to suppose. As Dr. Weizmann 
has said all along, everything depends upon the Jewish people. if 
they can produce leaders who lead, and who lead well, and if they are 
loyal to those leaders, then it is conceivable that the new chapter that 
is opening may be even more glorious than the Balfour one and may 
lead Jewish Nationalism far nearer its goal, even if it does not lead 
it beyond. . For, we may say of the whole situation, as the French 
proverb hasit : everything has changed but everything remains the same. 
Everything has changed, because the Balfour Declaration gave Jewish 
Nationalism a prestige suchas it has not possessed since the Diaspora. It 
conceded, as we have pointed out more than once in these columns, 
at least a portion of the Basle Programme. 

It conceded to Jews Palestine as their publicly recognised home, 
That was implied by the Balfour Declaration and confirmed by the San Kemo 
Proclamation, and that nothing can now undo. It formsanew starting place 
for Jewish Nationalism. What has not been conceded is the other partof 
the Basle Programme. The Jewish people have not been given Palestine 
as a legally secured home. . That has yet to be won; And it can be won 

~with energy, with devotion, and providing that to these are brought a 
modicum of political acumen, self-respect, and moral dignity. Everything 
remains the same. The Jewish people are there, and with them remains 
the Jewish question. Palestine is there, and Palestine will remain much 
as Palestine bas been, if it be left to the Arabs; while there is surely 
no other people except Jews who in their love of the land and their devo. 
tion to its traditions, bound up as these are with their future destiny, will 
be able to bring to the land all those qualities and all that sacrifice that 
are needed to turn Palestine from the desert it ts, to the garden of Jewish 
hopes and Jewish dreams. 

If the Jew needs Palestine, Palestine needs the Jew. If the children 
are stretching out their hands wistfully towards their motherland, their 
motherland is clamouring for the return of her childrén of whom she 
so long has been bereft. And thereinis the keynote of the future Zionist 
policy. Therein is the keynote of future Jewish Nationalist propaganda. 
Therein is the keynote of the pew chapter that must open up, now that 
the Balfour Declaration chapter is closed. There is a beautiful Eastern 
story ofa traveller who was faithful to his work, which compelled him to 
leave his home. Each time be went he buried what treasure he had. At 
first it Was mere pottery and earthenware that, as he went forth on his 
journey, he buried, but he found it on his return to have turned to copper. 
Anon he buried the copper vessels, and on his return they had turned to 
silver. Yet once again these turned to precious gold, and then again the 
goldware became furbished with the most precious of precious stones. 
So will it be with the Jewish Nationalist Movement. The Balfour Declara- 
tion will yet tura to something more valuable if, placing the closed chapter 
behind us, we go on our journey faithfully with unswerving step, 
righteously in the cause that is the cause of our people and of our God. 
So, ultimately, we shall win through, But we must be faithful and strong. 
We must be farsecing and practical. We must be true to our mission. 
and, above all, true to ourselves. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S STATEMENT. 


PRESS COMMENTS. 


“THE SPECTATOR,” 

We must retura on another occasion to Mr. Churchill's very grave 
and cautious remarks on Palestine. “The Only cause of unrest in Pales. 
tine,” he said, “arose from the Zionist movement, and from our promises 
and pledges in regard to it.” That is a significant truth on which oue 
readers will do well to ponder. But for the Zionists we might have 
administered (Palestine with a corporal’s guard. The Turks never bad 
any trouble there, except pornene at the Easter festival at Jerusalem, 
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and we should have been equally fortunate. But the Zionist movement 
and the violent religious animosities that it bas stirred up have made the 
once peaceful little country a veritable hotbed of discontent. Fortunately, 
Palestine is small: its inhabitants number barely three-quarters of a 
million. But though the military problem of preserving order is not 
serious, the political problem raised is exceedingly important and affects 
the whole Jewish and Mosiem world. Mr. Charchill declared on the 
one band that Jewish immigration must be carefully restricted, and on 
the other that “there was really nothing for the Arabs to be frightened 
about.” He tried to soothe the parties with fair words. But so long as 
the Zionists claim political domination in Palestine, and appear to exer. 
cise it indirectly through a Jewish High Commissioner who, as Mr. 
Churchill said, is “a most ardent Zionist,” there will, we fear, be a con. 
tinuance of the unrest. 
“THE NEW STATESMAN.” 
We do not suppose Mr. Churchill's statement about Palestine will 
satisfy the extreme Zionists. But it will certainly give no encourage 
ment to the anti-Zionists. Weagree with Mr. Churchill, that the Arabs 
have really nothing to be frightened about, but they clearly must be 
allowed time to discover that their anxiety is groundless. l itimately, 
as the country develops, the Jews will become a majority, if the Jewish 
National Home is to be taken seriously. But by that time we shall expect 
to see a Palestinian nation, in which Arabs and Jews enjoy absolutely 
equal rights. If that cannot be achieved, the whole experiment wil! 
have failed. We sincerely trust that it will not fail, for we regard what 
is being done in Palestine as something more than the re-establishment 
of Israel. It is an attempt to develop a new civilisation, in which western 
and oriental culture will be blended, and which may have a profound 


_ influence far beyond the Middle Hast. 


“SUNDAY TIMES 

It is still the fashion in certain quarters to sneer at Zionism, but 
not amoBg those who think, and Mr. Churchill, whatever his faults, is 
both a thinker and a hard worker. The best of the Arabs -men like 
Abdullah, the new ruler in the country across Jordan—have a very 
keen business sense of the gain to Palestine of attracting Jewish settiers 
and Jewish capital to the country, and he has put forward a suggestion 
that joint councils should be formed of moderate Arabs and Zionists who 
will work together to establish a modus virendi between the two peoples. 
It passes understanding why any sane Englishmen should take sides 
with the tag-rag and bobtail among the Arabs on this question, and what 
conceivable good they think will be done by intlaming the very tnreal 
sense of grievance among the Arabs or trying to undo the pledge of 
Mr. Balfour that Jews should have a national home in Palestine--a 
pledge that probably got a wilder publicity than any other given in the 
course of the war. Palestine is a small country no bigger than Wales, 
but it has even now the makings of a great country, and the East is 
pot so well off for vigorous and progressive racial stocks that it can 
afford to be indifferent to the new biood that Jewish immigration will 
introduce. 

People who take the outcry of the Arabs at its face value should 
remember that there is a labour probleni in Palestine, as here. The Arab 
effendi has been accustomed to get his labour cheap, and dislikes the intro 
duction of Jews’not because they are Jews (Jews and Arabs are first 
cousins, and have nearly always got on well together in the past), but 
because the Jew threatens to force up the rate of wages. The common 
fault of the Jew is lack of patience, though, to be sure, he has waited 
longer and more patiently for Palestine than any other nation has waited 
for anything; but he has the stuff of a great colonist in him, and in 
Palestine he develops all sorts of virtues with which those who know hin 
here would hardly credit him. 

The cost of the Palestine garrison is about two and a-half millioas: 
but if we can only get the two races working together, that should be 
brought down almost to nothing. The heavy fall of the exchange in 
Kastern Europe has diminished the amount of Jewish capital that can be 
brought into the country, for, contrary to the general belief, the Zionist 
Movement is financed for the most part by poor Jews; but the develop. 
ment of the country will cost the British Exchequer nothing. It wasa 
great mistake to exclude Jewish immigrants after the Jaffa riots, but no 
harm will be done by regulating the immigration to the numbers that 
the sequatey can absorb and by excluding turbulent elements. 

“CHURCH TIMES,” 


It is all very well for Mr. Churchill to insist that there is no danger 
to the Arabs in the scheme. The Arabs think differently, and, besides 
the Arabs, there are the native Christians to consider. Why is not repre- 
sentative government established’ It looks very much asif the British 
policy was to hold down the inhabitants of the country until a sufficient 
number of Jewish colonies have been established. We have no objection 
to the migration of suitable Jewish colonists, Lut unless the natives of 
Paiestine have a right of veto of uncongenial immigrants, trouble is 
certain, and, if trouble comes, England will not shed its blood for Zioni-m. 

“THE TABLET.” : 

Events are rapidly showing how well justified were the fears which 
we have more than once expressed as to the British position in Palestine. 
To the Jew we promised that we would use our best endeavours to estab- 
lish in Palestine a Jewish National Home. [t is true that this promise 
was limited by a condition that its fulfilment should be without ote pee 
to the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish communities. But 
unfortunately it is easier to lay dowa a condition than to ensure its 
observance ; and in this case the pledge of a National Home for the Jews 
seems to have been seized upon by those most concerned as if it were 
the one and only thing, and as if the condition by which it was accom. 
panied was just nothing at all. It was, therefore, disappointing to hear 
Mr. Churchill declaripg in Parliament that the fears of the Arab popula- 
tion that they were going to be displaced and a Jewish control established 
over the country were.“ quite illusory.” His statement was undoubtedly 
weakened by his admission of the cause of the trouble. “The only 
cause Of unrest in Palestine,” he said,“ arose from the Zionist Movement 
and from our promises and pledges in regard to it.” For it should be 
clear that this promise of a National Home for the Jews in a country 
already peopled not only endangers the rights of the residents, but conflicts 
With our regular policy of consulting the wishes of the people and giving 
thom representative institutions of their own which would quiekly puta 
Vv 'o op Wholesale Jewish immigration. The Zionist Jews have proclaimed 
that Palestine is to become ‘as Jewish as England is Engtish”; and there 
is abundant evidence to show that their bearing and conduct towards the 
resident population is of a character with that swaggering boast. It was 
something to the good that Mr. Churchill assured the House of Commons 
that Jewish immigration should be watched as regards both numbers and 
character, but that only shows that the need for such vigilance had been 
brought home by experience of what had already happened. And much 
more than that is necessary if the experiment is to be without ee 
to Arab and Christian rights.

We will, he believes, require a 
measure of g90 1 fortuae as well as wise administration to straighten it out.

Oar entanglements in Palestine ‘are more largely attribatable to our 
c ofthe Zionist movement thin we could have regarded as p)s- 
sible whea Mr. Balfour firat announced the establishment of a national 
hone for the Jews in their Fatherland. It was a phrass that seeme! to fit 
the situation whenit was uttere.. Uafortanately it has b»en given no genial 
interpratation by a Moslem popuiation thit far outaumbers the Jewish 
natives, and is by no means accepted by the Christiana inhabitants, who 
are equal ia numbersto the Jews themselves.

It is iu Palestine thit the chief trouble hasarisen. The feud between 
Arabs andl Jews wis never more virulent than t&-diy, and there is no 
immediate hope of effecting a good understanding. The om voisers of the 
Zionist movement are, of course, desirous of such an understanding, and 
their loyal c»>-operation may be taken for granted; butitisan unfortunate 
fact that the Zionist immigration has brought with it uadesirable elements 
from K issia, and that those elements are busaying themselves with a view 
not to the establis'iment of a Jewish State, but tothe creation of mischief.

With this 
object in view, the Executive of the English Zionist Federation hereby 
extend a formal, but nevertheless most cordial, invitation to every Jewish 
public body of a representative character in the United Kingdom to send 
a Delegate to the Twenty-Second Annual Conference, which is to take 
place in Liverpool, on Sunday and Monday, the 10th and Lith July next. 

Every such fraternal Delegate, whether representing a religious, 
educational, charitable or social body of recognised standing, will be 
afforded an opportunity to give his or her views upon the problems of the 
Jewish reconstruction of Palestine and upon the means to be adopted in 
this country for raising an adequate portion of the necessary resources. 

With the view to enlarging and strengthening the present personnel 
of the governing body of the English Zionist Federation, the Executive 
are prepared to recommend to the Conference to waive regulations now 
in force and to accept nominations for Hon. Officers and the Council from 
duly accredited repdesentatives whose constituents express their inten- 
tion, by or before the 3rd July next, to become affiliated to the English 
Wionist Federation. 


Such public bodies as desire to become affiliated to the English Zionist 
Federation are now invited to do so on an annual payment of £2 10s., and 
their representatives will immediately enjoy all the rights of specch and 
vote accorded to the ordinary delegates of the other constituent bodies of 
the Federation. ; 

We sincerely trust that this appeal will meet with a wide and friendly 
response, so that our hands shall be strengthened in the coming months. 
The responsibility now resting upon us should be shared by those who 
profess to be equally anxious about the attainment of our ideal, but who 
content themselves with outside criticism. Only by coming into our 
midst and sharing with us in our difficulties and deliberations can our 
critics render service of any value to the cause. Now is the time wher 
that service is most needed: to-morrow may be too late. ae

M. POINCARE ON PALESTINE. | 
PARIS (F.Q.C.} 

In an article .published in the Matin on the 20th inmst., ex- 

President Poincaré, speaking on the differences between Il rance 


and England, said :—‘“ Things are going from bad worso 
in Palestine. In 1916, it was understood that Palestine was 
to .be internationalised and neutral. Since that date HMngland, 


influenced by Zionism, has obtaincd our _ consent, that Palestine, 
mandated to them, should become under their auspices a Jewish State. The 
English Zionists have appealed to their co-religionists all over the world 
for funds to reconstruct Jerusalem. In addition, some ten to twelve 
thousand Jews have been landed at Jaffa. They have come from America, | 
Russia, Galicia, and other countries, andare not the é/i‘e of Jewry. They 
are many among them who, regarding Bolshevism as the weapon of 
revenye of the wandering Jew, have wished to import it into Palestine 
But there they have found many coreligionists who have never Icft the 
country, who are untouched by those doctrines, who are settled 
and peace-loving, and whom this invasion has alarmed, and 
who wish to stop it. They have also comes into .conflics with 
Mussulmans and Christians who have united in resistance, aod wil 
not be submerged by this flood. .The immigration is suspended and an 
attempt to land a new party at Jaff. was prevented by the joint 
action of ali the inhahitants. Mr. Churchill his told us that tie honont 
of Eagland is involved in this policy. We have too high an idea of tua 
honour toimagine that it will continue to support it.”

NEW EXECUTIVE. 

At the concluding meeting of the Annual Zionist Convention in Cleve- 
land on the 9th of June, the following were elected members of the 
Executive Committee: Mr. Peter Schweitzer, Treasurer; and Mr. Louis 
Lipsky, Secretary. No President and no Vice-President were elected. 
An Administrative Committee of seven were nominated, consisting of the 
following: Messrs. Conheim, Robinson.’ Abraham Goldberg, and Judge 
Rosenblatt, besides the Treasurer. As members of the Greater Actions 
Committee, Judge Rosenblatt, and Messrs. Schulman, Schweitzer, Kobin- 
son, and Morris Rothenberg were elected. 


AMERICAN ORGANISATION AND THE CONGRESS. 


The Conference convened by the former officers of the Executive of 
the American Zionist Organisation took place in New York. One hundred 
and thirty persons were present, incinding Judge Louis Brandeis, Judge 
Julian Mack, and Rabbi Wise, who participated in the proceedings. In a 
long speech, Judge Brandeis emphasised the fact that he did not distrust 
Dr. Weizmann, but that he and his friends were desirous of introducing 
economic measures and an efficient administration into the work in 
Palestine. 

The Conference, after an animated discussion, decided not to partici- 
pate in the World-Zionist Congress, but to submit to the Congress a full 
statement as to the future policy of the Zionist Organisation in Palestine. 

It was also decided to convene a special convention for July 4th, to con- 
sides ways and means for the carrying on of future work. 


EXHIBITION OF PALESTINIAN WORK. 


An exhibition of Palestinian work from the Bezalel School of Arts: 


and Crafts was held on Sunday at 44, Great Russell Street. 

The specimens shown were both useful and ornamental, and were 
specially characterised by good workmanship and finish. There were 
articles of Jewish and otherinterest Noticeable were an attractive rug of 
Eastern and Jewish design and a handsome crown in silver for a Sepher 
Torah, partly filigree work andinlaid There were Chanucah and Sabbath 
lamps in beaten bronze and beaten brass with Biblical designs and Hebrew 
inscriptions, and many trays of fine design. A quantity of attractive 
bronze vases shown were very gracefully modeled and inlaid with silver, 
copper, and brass in artistic and varied patterns. There were mauy 
bronze inlaid shel: cases, similarly attractive, some of which had been 
usefully converted intc bot-water juge and coffee pots. Numerous small 
articles included spic. boxes, Torah pointers, pendants, brooches, purses, 
scent bottles, serviei'+ rings, and pipe and cigarette holders. These were 
in silver, mostly filigree work and daintilv formed. | 

In opening the exhibition, Haham Dr. Gaster congratulated the 
managers on the courage they had shown and on the sacrifices they had 
brought in undertaking to bring home to the Jewish people here some of 
the results of the new art that was springing up inthe Ole Home. It was 
a very serious venture, and it required not only great confidence but true 
inspiration and the indomitable will to persevere: in order to'start under 
the most inauspicious conditions the beginnings of Jewishart. And yet it 
was with the exception of the Colonies ‘the only real and positive work 
carried outin the Holy Land. It opened up a new vista, and though the 
beginnings were small the possibilities for a future were very great. He 
was not speaking from the point of view of purely financial success 
which might be attaine< by the Bezalel School. To him it was typical from 
& moral or rather psy: hological point of view of what could and should be 
done in Palestine. We must emancipate ourselves as far as possible from 
those European conditions which crushed the Jewish individuality; and 
though art as well as science could only live and flourish by mutaal inter- 
dependence, yet there must be developed in time features so peculiar and 
so characteristic as to be at once recognised as different from the rest, and 
that difference was to be Jewish. We must at the same time appeal to 
our people to assist in that emancipation of the Jewish spirit which was 
in time to pervade all the manifestations of life inthe Holy Land. All 
these objects of art, still somewhat crude, must be dearer to us than 
the finest object of vertu, because they were fashioned exclusively by 
Jewish hands and because they were intended to bear the impress of the 
Jewish mind. The gold coined in the mints of the world was everywhere 
thesame, yet each one bore the special impress of the nation. It was 
for us to help the artistic die upon which the coins of Jéwish art might 
bestruck. There could be no fear for their circulation. The world had 
always been eager to take up and even to trade’ with the spiritual coin 
purioined from us. If all those objects were taken into the Jewish 
markets and the people were given a chance to see them the more easily, he 
was sure that the success of the Bezalel School and its products would be 
assured. 


Mr. Philipowski and Dr. Bodenheimer also spoke in praise of the work. 


Professor Glicenstein, the well-known sculptor, was present, as were also" 


Mr. B. Syderand Mr. E. Good, directors of the company of the Palestinian 
Arts and Crafts. The company, in wishing to promote the sale of the work, 
dloes so not for profit, but solely for the benefit of the poor producers who 
are dependent for their livelihood upon their sale. 

One of the directors, Mr. Lewin-Epstein, has formed a sister company 
in America, wth a capital of 100,000 dollars. The company is already 


doing useful work, which is very much appreciated by the American 
Jewish public. 


An exhibition of Palestine lace was held on Monday at the residence 


of Mrs. Lewisohn, 3, Thornley Court. The beautifal lace made by the 
schools in Palestine is now well-known, and that displayed on Monday 
was certainly exquisite. During the afternoon piano solos were given by 
Miss Dorothea Fraser, that young artist who gave a recital last evening. 


JEWISH UNIVERSITY LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Committee was held at the Manchester University 
oa June 15th. Professor 8. Alexander presided. 

Dr. D. B. Stanhill, the Hon. Secretary, reported that the wide 
publicity given by the Jewish and general Press on April 22nd to Professor 
Alexander's appeal for books, followed by the appeals made by the local 
sections of the committee, had resulted in the collection of more than 
4,000 volumes in London, Manchester, Leeds, and Cambridge. In other 
districts the work of book collecting was only now beginning, and students 
hoped to do good work for the cause during the coming vacation. He had 
that day received a telegram from the President of the Oxford University 
Adler Society promising co-operation and support. The Hon. Secretary 
of the Cambridge Section was taking with him to Palestine this moath, 
as a gift to the University Library, more than 500 volumes and 1,000 
pamphlets collected by his committee. Non-Jews, particdlarly members 
of the professional staff of many universities, had responded very 
generously to the appeal for books for Palestine. 


Mr. I, M, Sieff, the Treasurer, presented a financial statement 


showing a small credit balance. It was decided that sections be sem 
defray local expenses from funds locally collected, that we Sp rget : 
campaign be inaugurated by the various sections to raise funds 4 owe 
functions and other wise for the purchase of essential books for the library, 
and that all such funds be transmitted by local sections to the Treasurer, 
Mr. Israel M. Sieff, Woodharst, Belfield Road, Didsbury. Phe hope was 
expressed thatall Jewish societies would vote a donation to the committee 
as a mark of sympathy with the Jewish Renaissance in Palestine. 

On the motion of the Chairman, it was decided to acidress a special 
appeal for books to Universities, learned societies, high schools, authors, 
publishers, libraries, and certain government departments, the various 
sections of the committee being requested to exercise local influence in 
these directions.

TO THE. EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1rn,—Dr. Samuel Daiches’ reply to my letter displays more heat than 
logic. Why must every right-minded Jew repudiate “ with the whole 
strength of his heart” my statement that, “had a united Jewish voice 
demanded only citizen rights, the Jewish tragedies in Poland, Ukraine, 
Hungary, and elsewhere might have been averted?” One may be a 
“right-minded Jew ”.and share my opinion, and one may be a“ wrong- 
minded one” and oppose it, and vfce versa. Had I made a statement 
disparaging to Jews in general, then every rightminded Jew couid 
logically be appealed to to repudiate it. Asa Zionist, it is quite natural 
that Dr. Daiches is indignant when he is partly blamed for those tragedies, 
but indignation is not argument. It is quite true that the bestiality which 
the war, with its concomitants, blatant nationalism and hooligan jingoism, 
aroused is chiefly to be blamed; butitisalso permissible toa right-minded 
Jew to allege that a certain noisy section of Jews gavethe “ pogrowtchiks”™ 
and their governments a semblance ofanexcuse. Isthe firsta handle for 
their beastly actions, and the second a reason for not preventing them ? 
You, Mr. Editor, and I, and perhapsalso Dr. Daiches, know that these 
are foulexcuses. We know that they know that the majority of Jews in 
every country are as much attached to the towns and villages in which 
they were born, and which contain the graves of their fathera and fore- 
fathers as any Pole, Russian, or Magyar. But that should not blind’us to 
the fact that our noisy Nationalists supplied them with what they wanted, 
an excuse. Let us now consider evea a more important phase of the 
subject. 

Every right-minded Jew will, I trust, admit that our power in the 
world is only a moral power. We cannot hope to get anything *2123 
‘HoP3) upon which the Gentile nations rely. When a certain amount of 
force is exerted on one particular object, be it physical or moral, a 
result is obtained which is not obtainable when that force is exerted on 
three different objects. Toe moral force of the Jews was split up on (1) 
a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine; (2) extra-national Jewish rights in 
YN? P31; (3) full citizen rights everywhere. The first and second occupied 
all the public attention. The third and most important object was left to 
a few quiet O°29NY who, without any publicity, and therefore without 
the moral force which an open public mass movement carries with it, 
worked in privacy and managed to get some points inserted in certain 
documents. The “ points” are stillon paper, and Jewish blood is spilt, and 
the property of Jews destroyed. Will a right-minded Jew call it a vagary to 
point out such folly? ‘To the heated brain of Dr. Daiches my reproach 
against the political Zionists is even worse than the Jaffa pogrom! I fail 
to see the 

[admit that spiritual Zionism (not Herzlism) was the sustaining comfort 
of the Jewish people throughout the centuries. It would have remained 
so for many millions of Jews had not the twelfth }"28 ":8 been taken ont 
from the T'S and dragged into the vortex of modern politics. The few 
bright spots in Palestine, viz., the colonies, cannot be credited to Herzliam, 

It does not require much heroism to sit in Londonin ease and comfort 
and exclaim : “ In spite of all diMiculties Zienism will win and Israel and 
his land will be re-united.” It requires greater moral courage to point out 
unpalatable truths toan unsympathetic audience.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Governors and Subscribers was held on 
Sunday atthe Home. Mr. E. L. FRANKLIN, J.P., was in the chair. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
Home had suffered a loss during the year by the death of Mr. Morris 
Harris, oe of the oldest and most active members of the Committee. 
They had also to deplore the loss of Mr. Mark Moses. That year was the 
jubilee of the youngest of the three component bodies that constituted the 
Home, viz., the former Jewish Home, founded by the late Mr. 5. Green. 
He (Mr. Franklin) was pleased to mention that one of the original members 
of the Committee was still with them in the person of Mr. H. M. Harris, a 
Treasurer of the Home. The report was highly satisfactory, and they had 
been able to make both endsmeet. This result was not due to the amount 
received from subscriptions. The expenditure had been upwards of 
£7,000, and the total annual subscriptions were £600 and donations 
£661. Let them contrast those small sums with those amounts handed 
over by the aid societies. The East London Aid Society's contri- 
bution was £758 and the North-West London Aid Society, a new body, 
gave £1,560. They had to thank Mr. Moss Harris and his family and friends 
for the support rendered to the Committee. What they owed to the 
families of Mr. Harris and Mr. Sniders was remarkable. It was’ a 
pleasure for him to see that a greater number of the younger members 
had come forward eager to help and assist them in their work, and to try 
and do better than their predecessors. Lé app aled for far greater effort 
to assist the Home. The prospects were not bright, and if the Home was 
not supported it would be the real poor that would suffer. They had 
sometimes to refuse to admit deserving cases because there was no room. 
It was their ambition and wish to enlarge the building, but it was not 
possible to do that yet. Vacancies were always filled as they occurred. 
ile hoped that the public would continue their support to enable the Com- 
mittee to carry out their desire 

Mrs. 8. Hl. Lesus seconded the.adoption of the report, which was 
unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. Moss HARnIs, one of the Treasurers, in presenting the balance- 
sheet, mentioned that airty-five applications had been received for 
fourteen vacancies. 

Mr, P. L&VY seconded the adoption of the balauce-sheet, which was 
unanimously accepted. 

Mr. M. DvuPparc, in proposing the re-election of Mr. Franklin as 
President, referred to that-gentieman’s valuable services during the 
thirty-four years be had held that office, and to his interest in even the 
minutest details of the working of the institution

motion. Mr. FRANKLIN brieffy replied.

A silver saiver was presented by the Committee to the late Secretary, 
Mr. Maurice Myers, in recognition of his services. In making the 
presentation the CHAIRMAN said tv:at during the thirteen years that Mr. 
Myers had acted as Secretary, he had earried out his duties in an efficient 
manner. When he first took office, just after they had started in that 
building, his duties were certainly complicated and more onerous than 
bad becn his predecessor's, and he had at once set to work to re-organise 
the secretarial duties in accordance with the most modern systems. His 
successor, Miss Kelf, would find her task much easier than his bad been. 

Mr. Myers, in returning thanks for the presentation, said that he 
greatiy appreciated the gift. He hardly expected auy recognition for the 
work he had done, as it was a source of regret that he had to sever his 
connection with the Home after thirteen years.

SUMMER DRINKS, 


LEMON SYRUP. 

REQUIRED : Boiling water, 3 pints; loaf sugar, 2 Ibs. citric acid, 1}oz.; 

essence of lemon, } teaspoonfal. 

METHOD.—Place the sugar and water in a saucepan and stand it on 
the side of the stove. When the sugar has dissolved, boil it for fifteen 
minutes, then pour it into a basin and leave it until itis cold. Then add 
the citric acid and the essence of lemon. Mix all well together and 
bottle. Two tablespoonfuls of syrup to a tumbler of water makes an 
excellent drink. 


BARLEY WATER, 
REQUIRED: Pearl barley, 2 oz; water; sugar; 1 lemon. 
METHOD.—Piace the barley in a saucepan and cover with cold water. 
Bring it to the boil, simmer for five minutes, then strain off the water and 
throw it away (this removes the bitter taste so often complained of). 
Put the barley in a jug with the thinly-pared rind of the lemon and a 
little sugar, pour on one pint of boiling water, cover the jug and leave to 
get cold. Then strain off the liquid into a jug and add the lemon juice. 
N.B.—Barley water must be fresh-made every day as it very easily 
turns sour, and it should never be boiled twice. 


GINGER BEER.° 
REQUIRED.—Boiling water, 24} cillons; brown sugar, 2) Ibs.; 
, whole ginger, 2 0z.; 5 lemons; cream of tartar, 4 oz.: two large 
tablespoonfuls of brewer's yeast or 2 oz. of compressed yeast. 
MeTHOD.— Parethe rinds of the lemons very thinly. and put them 
in a large basin. Peel the pith from the lemons, then cut them into thin 


slices and remove the pips. Add the slices of lemon, suvar and cream 
of tartar te rinds. Then bruise the ginger (beat it with a hammer or flat 
iron),add it to the other ingredients and pour over the boiling wate: 
Cover it over and leave it until tepid. If bréwer's yeast is .1 
used, stir if in, but if compressed yeast, mix it first with 2 teaspoonfu's 
of castor sugar when it will become liquid and can then be stirred in lik 
fresh yeast. Put the basin ina warm place and-let it stand: for twenty 
four hours. Next, skim off the yeast very carefully and strain the f | 
into clean dry bottics. Use new corks, Cork tightly, and tie the c 

in place.- If screw-top botties can be used so much thre better. . Lay tl 


botties on their. sides and in three days the ginger beer will be ready 
for use. 


ICED COFFER. 
.EQUIRED; Strong coffec, one pint; miik, one: gill; slightly 
whipped cream, one gill; sugar. 
METHOD: Mix aH ingredients together, adding sugar accordinu to 
taste. Put in a dig and stand on ice until required. 


GINGER ALE PUNCH, 
REQUIRED: Ginger ale, one pint; soda water, one pint; one 
_ teacup‘ul of strong tea; juice of three oranges and one lemon, sudat 
to taste. 

METHOD.—Mix all ingrédients together in a bow! and add a hitth 

crushed ice, 
CObD WATER GINGER BEER. 

REQUIRED: Cold water, I gallon; soft brown sugar, IIb.: ground 
ginger, 1 dessertspoon{ul;-cream of tartar, | dessertspoonti 
tartaric acid, .1 teaspoonful. 

MetrHop.—Stir all ingredients together until dissolved, then ict the 

mixture stand until the ginger setties. Itis then ready for use.

PAYING CLASSES. 

A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday, at the Central Synagogue Chambers. Mr. A. PRANKLIN, 
the President, was in the Chair. There were present:

in St. George's-in-the-East. He said thatthe scheme owed a great cleal to 
the initiative of Dr. Jung. There wasno doubt that all wasn ot well with 
the classes of the Board, which did not satisfy the Kast End Jewish 
parents. The scheme aimed at increasing the number of hours of 
instruction, and giving a good Jewish education, without proceeding so far 
as talmudical subjects. A number of gentiemen interested inthe scheme 
bad guaranteed the sum of £270 for the first year. | 

Mr. W. WACHMAN, in seconding the adoption of the rcport, said that 
there were thousands of children in St. George’s-in-the-East who were 
without religious education. The scheme would help to remedy this 
deficiency, and at the same time would bring to the sapport of the Board 
elements which had hitherto stood aloof, 3 

The Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS, M.A., said that while approving the scheme 
in principle, he did not see where the £550 which it was estimated the 


‘Board would be called upon to provide, was to come from. 


Mr. I. GOLDSTON pointed out that no less than six of the Board’s 
classes were in the St. George's area. Many of these classes were ‘yy no 
means full, and until they were, he urged that the Board should not embark 
on the establishment of any new classes. | 

The Rev. W. LEVIN pointed out that the Board was effecting savings

NEW EXECUTIVE. 


At the concluding meeting of the Annual Zionist Convention in Cleve- 
land on the 9th of June, the following were elected members of the 
Bxecutive Committee: Mr. Peter Schweitzer, Treasurer; and Mr. Louis 
Lipsky, Secretary. No President and no Vice-President were elected. 
An Administrative Committee of seven were nominated, consisting of the 
following: Messrs. Conheim, Robinson.’ Abraham Goldberg, and Judge 
Rosenblatt, besides the Treasurer. As members of the Greater Actions 
Committee, Judge Rosenblatt,and Messrs. Schulman, Schweitzer, Kobin- 
gon, and Morris Rothenberg were elected. 


AMERICAN ORGANISATION AND THE CONGRESS. 


The Conference convened by the former officers of the Executive of 
the American Zionist Organisation took place in New York. One hundred 
and thirty persons were present, incinding Judge Louis Brandeis, Judge 
Julian Mack, and Rabbi Wise. who participated in the proceedings. Ina 


long speech, Judge Brandeis emphasised the fact that he did not distrust 


Dr. Weizmann, but that he and his friends were desirous of introducing 
economic measures and an efficient administration into the work in 
Palestine. 

The Conference, after an animated discussion, decided not to partici- 
pate in the World-Zionist Congress, but to submit to the Congress a full 
statement as to the future policy of the Zionist Organisation in Palestine. 

It- was also decided to convene a special convention for July 4th, to con- 
sider ways and means for the carrying on of future work. 


EXHIBITION OF PALESTINIAN WORK. 

An exhibition of Palestinian work from the Bezalel School of Arts 
and Crafts was held on Sunday at 44, Great Russell Street: 

The specimens shown were both useful and ornamental, and were 
specially characterised by good workmanship and finish. There were 
articles of Jewish and otherinterest Noticeable were an attractive rug of 
Eastern and Jewish design and a handsome crown in silver for a Sepher 
Torah, partly filigree work andinlaid There were Chanucah and Sabbath 
lamps in beaten bronze and beaten brass with Biblical designs and Hebrew 
inscriptions, and many trays of fine design. A quantity of attractive 
bronze vases shown were very gracefally modelled and inlaid with silver, 
copper, and brass in artistic and varied patterns. There were many 
bronze inlaid shel: cases, similarly attractive, some of which had been 
usefully converted intc bot-water juge and coffee pots. Numerous small 
articles included spice boxes, Torah pointers, pendants, brooches, purses, 
scent bottles, serviei't+ rings, and pipe and cigarette holders. 
in silver, mostly filigree work and daintilv formed. 

In opening the exhibition, Haham Dr. Gaster congratulated the 
managers on the courage they had shown and on the sacrifices they had 
brought in undertaking to bring home to the Jewish people here some of 
theresults of the new art that was springing upinthe Ole Home. It was 
a very serious venture, and it required not only great confidence but true 
inspiration and the indomitable will to persevere. in order to start under 
the most inauspicious conditions the beginnings of Jewish art. And yet it 
was with the exception of the Colonies the only real and positive work 
carried out in the Holy Land. It opened up a new vista, and though the 
- beginnings were small the possibilities for a future were very great. He 
was not speaking from the point of view of purely financial success 
which might be attained by the Bezalel School. To him it was typical from 
a moral or rather psy: hological point of view of what could and should be 
done in Palestine. We must emancipate ourselves as far as possible from 
those European conditions which crushed the Jewish individuality ; and 
though art as well as science could only live and flourish by mutaal inter- 
dependence, yet there must be developed in time features so peculiar and 
so characteristic as to be at once recognised as d' ferent from the rest, and 
that difference was to be Jewish. We must at the same time appeal to 
our people to assist in that emancipation of the Jewish spirit which was 
in time to pervade all the manifestations of life inthe Holy Land. All 
these objects of art, still somewhat crude, must be dearer to us than 
the finest object of vertu, because they were fashioned exclusively by 
Jewish hands and because they were intended to bear the impress of the 
Jewish mind. The gold coined in the mints of the world was everywhere 
thesame, yet each wune bore the special impress of the nation. It was 
for us to help the artistic die upon which the coins of Jewish art might 
be struck. There could be no fear for their circulation. The world had 
always been eager to take up and even to trade with the spiritual coin 
purioined from us. If all those objects were taken into the Jewish 
markets and the people were given a chance to see them the more easily, he 
was sure that the success of the Bezalel School and its products would be 
assured. 

Mr. Philipowski and Dr. Bodenheimer also spoke in praise of the work. 
Professor Glicenstein, the well-known sculptor, was present, as were also 
Mr. B. Syder and Mr. E. Good, directors of the company of the Palestinian 
Arts and Crafts. The company, in wishing to promote the sale of the work, 
(loes so not for profit, but solely for the benefit of the poor producers who 
are dependent for their livelihood upon their sale. 

One of the directors, Mr. Lewin-Epstein, has formed a sister company 
in America, w.th a capital of 100,000 dollars. The company is already 


doing useful work, which is very much appreciated by the American 
Jewish public. 


An exhibition of Palestime lace was held on Monday at the residence 
of Mrs. Lewisohn, 3, Thornley Court. The beautiful lace made by the 
schools in Palestine is now well-known, and that displayed on Monday 
was certainly exquisite. During the afternoon piano solos were given by 
Miss Dorothea Fraser, that young artist who gave a recital last evening. 


JEWISH UNIVERSITY LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Committee was held at the Manchester University 
oa June 15th. Professor 8. Alexander presided. 

Dr. D. B. Stanhill, the Hon. Secretary, reported that the wide 
yablicity given by the Jewish and general Press on April 22nd to Professor 
Alexander's appeal for books, followed by the appeals made by the local 
sections of the committee, had resulted in the collection of more than 
4,000 volumes in London, Manchester, Leeds, and Cambridge, In other 
districts the work of book collecting was only now beginning, and students 
hoped to do good work for the cause during the coming vacation. He had 
that day received a telegram from the President of the Oxford University 
Adler Society promising co-operation and support. The Hon. Secretary 
of the Cambridge Section was taking with him to Palestine this moath, 
as a gift to the University Library, more than 500 volumes and 1,000 
pamphiets collected by his committee. Non-Jews, particdlarly members 
of the professional staff of many universities, had responded very 
generously to the appeal for books for Palestine.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


S1n,—Dr. Samuel Daiches’ reply to my letter displays more heat than 
logic. Why must every right-minded Jew repudiate “with the whole 
strength of his. heart” my statement that, “ had a united Jewish voice 
demanded only citizen rights, the Jewish tragedies in Poland, Ukraine, 
Hungary, and elsewhere might have been averted?” One may be a 
“right-minded Jew” and share my opinion, and ote may be a “ wrong- 
minded one” and oppose it, and vice versa.’ Had I made a statement 
disparaging to Jews in general, then every right-minded Jew could 
logically be appealed to to repudiate it. Asa Zionist, it is quite nataral 
that Dr. Daiches is indignant when he is partly blamed for those tragedies, 
but indiguvation is not argument. It is quite true that the bestiality which 
the war, with its concomitants, blatant nationalism and hooligan jingoism, 
aroused is chiefly to be blamed; butitisalso permissible toa right-minded 
Jew to allege that a certain noisy section of Jews gave the “ pogromtchiks” 
and their governments a semblance of anexcuse. Is the firsta handle for 
their beastly actions, and the second a reason for not preventing them? 
You, Mr. Editor, and I, and perhaps also Dr. Daiches, know that these 
are foulexcuses. We know that they know that the majority of Jews in 
every country are as much attached to the towns and villages in which 
they were born, and which contain the graves of their fathers and fore- 
fathers as any Pole, Russian, or Magyar. But that should not blind us to 
the fact that our noisy Nationalists supplied them with what they wanted, 
an excuse. Let us now consider even a more important phase of the 
subject. 

Every right-minded Jew will, I trust, admit that our power-in the - 
world is only a moral power. We cannot hope to get anything ‘22 
‘NP3) upon which the Gentile nations rely. When a certain amount of 
force is exerted on one particular object, be it physical or moral, a 
result is obtained which is not obtainable when that force is exerted on 
three different objects. Tne moral force of the Jews was split up on (1) 
a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine; (2) extra-national Jewish rights in 
YN? 75; (3) full citizen rights everywhere. The firstand second occupied 
all the public attention. The third and most important object was left to 
a few quiet O°9277NY who, without any publicity, and therefore withont 
the moral force which an open public mass movement carries with it, - 
worked in privacy and managed to get some points inserted in certain 
documents. The “ points” are stillon paper, and Jewish biood is spilt, and 
the property of Jewsdestroyed. Will aright-minded Jew call it a vagary to 
point out such folly? To the heated brain of Dr. Daiches my reproach 
against the political Zionists is even worse than the Jafla pogrom! I fail 
to see the HN Na co. 

Tadmit that spiritual Zionism (not Herzlism) was the sustaining comfort 
of the Jewish people throughont the centuries. It would have remained 
so for many millions of Jews had not the twelfth }"28’) "8 been taken out 
from the WTO and dragged into the vortex of modern politics. The few 
bright spots in Palestine, viz., the colonies, cannot be credited to Herzlism, 

It does not require much heroism to sit in Londonin ease and comfort 
and exclaim : “In spite of all difficulties Zionism will win and Israel and 
his land will be re-united.” It requires greater moral courage to point out 
unpalatable truths to an unsympathetic audience.

SUMMER DRINKS. 


LEMON SYRUP. 

REQUIRED: Boiling water, 3 pints; loaf sugar, 2 Ibs. ;: citric acid, 14 oz.; 

essence of lemon, } teaspoonful. 

METHOD.—Place the sugar and water in a saucepan and stand it on 
the side of the stove. When the sugar has dissolved, boil it for fifteen 
minutes, then pour it into a basin and leave it until itis cold. Then add 
the citric acid and the essence of lemon. Mix all well together and 
bottle. Two tablespoonfuis of syrup to a tumbler of water makes an 
excellent drink. 


SARLEY WATER. 

REQUIRED: Pearl barley, 2 0z; water sugar; 1 lemon. 
METHOD.—Place the barley in a saucepan and cover with cold water. 
Bring it to the boil, simmer for five minutes, then strain off the water and 
throw it away (this removes the bitter taste so often complained of). 
Put the barley ina jug with the thinly pared rind of the lemon and a 
little sugar, pour on one pint of boiling water, cover the jug and leave to 
get cold, Then strain off the liquid into a jug and add the lemon juice. 
N.B.—Barley water must be fresh-made every day as it very easily 
turps sour, and it should never be boiled twice. 


GINGER BEER. 
REQUIRED.—Boiling water, 2} ¢ulons; brown sugar, 2} Ibs.; 
whole ginger, 2 0z.; 5 lemons; cream of tartar, 4 oz.: two large 
tablespoonfuls of brewer's yeast or 2 oz. of compressed yeast.

Henry Glicenstein. 


The celebrated sculptor, Henry Glicenstein, is at present in London 
and is to be honoured on Sunday next at a pablic meeting at the People’s 
Palace, over which Mr. Israei 


Zangwill will preside. 

Mr. Glicenstein is a native of 
Poland and was born at Turek, 
le studied: first in the )eshiba in 
his native town and subsequentiy 
went to Munich, thence to the 
Berlin Academy, where he gained 
the Priz de Rome, and proceeded 
to that city, where he has lived 
and worked for tho fast twenty- 
five years. He has been offered 
positions of Professor at more than 
one European academy, but these 
invitations he has refused. When 
one knows Mr. Glicenstein (and 
one knows him very intimately 
five minutes subsequent to intro- 
duction) and those few 
examples of his work which he 
has brought wilh him to London, 
itis readily understandable why 
no one school could ever claim 
or contain him. Strength and 
simplicity blend to produce the 
free unfettered expression of this 


great artist. He himeelf is so 

absolutely simple in character, 

p so great and so natural, that 
he resembles an .oak_ tree 

Mr. Henry Glicenstein, which could as easily be 
contained in “flower pot, 


as could Mr. Glicenstein's art in any of the classified schools extant. 
Sinee he has been in London. he declares @at he has begun anew 


like a little child to draw beautiful little pictures, just as 
though yesterday had never been. He is doing a series of Bible 
illustrations, in engravings, for he is an engraver as well as a 


sculptor. Hannah weeping for a child, and her husband's comforting 
assurance that she is dearer to him than ten children, is told by Mr, 
Glicenstein in a charming little composition, in which the vision of the 
ten children playing is itself a work of art. . Mr. Glicenstein has done a 
head of Dr. Ludwig Mond which is a great classical piece of work, and 
yet in his engravings and in some of his sculpture he'is a modera of 
moderns. This great Jewish artist draws. his inspiration direct from 
his Judaism. One of his models declares. that while he. works 
at the clay. of which his interpretation is to be wrought, he prays quite 
simply to himself. Alas! this great London, which has bewildered and 
dazzled his eyes, so that he feelsas child born anew into light, has by no 
means opened its arms, its material arms, to Henry Glicenstein. Only 
the wealth of his own rich spirit, and the inxury of mind fresh as a child's 
surround him. And yet wo can imagine that our own people, the 
keenest of art collectors, will one day fight to possess even ever sosmall 
an example of the work of Henry Glicenstein.

The Ethical Value of Judaism. 


LECTURE BY THE REY. DR. H. PEREIRA MENDES. 

On Wednesday, at Jews’ College, under the auspices of the London 
Lodge of the Independent Order of Bnai Brith, the Rev. Dr. H. Pereira 
Mendes. delivered a lecture on “The Ethical Value of Judaism.” The 
Rev.. MORRIS JOSEPH. presided. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated Dr. Mendes on having entered on his 
seventieth year. He referred to his long ministry in New York, to his 
works on Jewish history and ethics, to his profound scholarship, and to his 
social work. 

Dr, PEREIRA MENDEs, said that the subject of the ethical value of 
Judaism was not worth talking about, unless it served as an inspiration 
for them in their effort to attain the ideal in every phase of human life, 
in individual and home life, social and business life, civic and political 
life. There was great need of a religious force in the world to-day, and 
Judaism had much to teach the world. A ritualised religion was of no 
value unless it represented a spiritualising and idealising force. The 
ancient civilisations failed because side by side with some noble teachings 
were many ignobie ones, which rendered them devoid of ethical power. 
The ethical value of Hebraism had been shown first by the translations of 
the Bible. It had been proved by the stimulusit had given tothe thinkers 
and teachers of other nations. But it was best shown by the way in 
which Jewish lives were lived. The ethics of Judaism demanded that 
individually Jews should, in the words of the Psalmist, set the 
Lord before them continually. The practice of Judaism helped 
to promote this approximation to the Divine, and the forms and cere- 
monies of the religion, if properly understood, had a deep ethical value. 
The ethical value of Judaism would be realised and recognised by the 
world according to the lives we lived, and thus Judaism, properly lived, 
would be a potent means of combatting anti-Semitism.

WAR MEMORIAL UNVEILED. 


An “In Memoriam Service ” in connection with the unveiling of the 
Memorial Tablet to the memory of congregants and sons of congregants 
who fell in the war, was held at the Synagogue, Poets’ Road, on 
Sunday last. | 

The service was conducted by the Rev. P. Fassenfeld, who read the 
Mincha Service. The Ark was opened by Mr. T. David, and the Prayer 
for the King and Royal Family, together with selected Biblical verses, 
were recited by Dayan Feldman. 

The Rey. 8. Gross preached the sermon. Inthe course of his address 
he reminded his hearers of the early call of patriotism and the ready 
and willing sacrifice which the Children of Israel made in the cause 


of righteousness. Looking back on the ideals for which they 
fought and in which they believed, compared with the _ realities 


of to-day, he was afraid that the five years of war had been but 
a senseless holocaust. It had not made men more generous, it had 
not killed selfishness—it had not eliminated class-hatred, After a war 
waged in the cause of brotherhood and humanity, nation was still against 
nation, and Israel stillatthe mercy of brutal savagery. It was with anote 
of utter despair that they appealcd to the Almighty for the answer to this 
apparent enigma. But in those terrible battlefields it was known that 
the most beautiful flowers had blossomed, and though weeds were also to 
be found there, the weeds of prejudice, of hate, of anti-Semitism, weeds 
that threatened to overwhelm the flowers, and to stifle their pure scent, 
still they must not despair, and by gardening, not with their uands but 
Spiritually, they would yet succeed in gaining the upper hand. The 
tablet would always keep green the names of those who had made the 
great sacrifice, and their example would make them all more worthy 
and inspire themin times of crisis with thoughts not of hatred but of love. 

The Tablet was unveiled by Mr. Henry Cats (a congregant who had 
lost his only son), the inscription on the Tablet and the names thereon 
being .read by the Rev: 8S. Gross, and the Memorial Prayer recited by the 
Rev. P. Fassenfeld. 

Psalm xvi. and Alenw were read, and the Mourners’ Kaddish was 
followed by the singing of Adon Olam, The service conciuded with the 
sounding of " The Last Post.” ; 

A guard of honour was mounted by the 2lst Hackney Boy Scouts, 
attached to the North London Jewish Club. 
on the Roll: 

A. Isidore Buck, Lionel Victor Cats, Jack Justus David, Hirsch

Agudas Yisrael. 


A cable from the New York Bureau states that the Agudah delega- 
tion, composed of Chief Rabbi Spitzer, of Czecho Slovakia, Rabbi Dr. Mair 
Hildesheimer, of Berlin, Rabbi Plotzki, of Ostrowa, Dr. Nathan Birn- 
baum and Rabi Loew, of Warsaw, have arrived in New York. A great 
crowd of orthodox Jews awaited the delegation at the landing stage. 
Mass meetings are to be held in New York and other centres. 

The Palestine office in Frankfort-on-Main has forwarded to all the 
Agudah offices throughout the world, a project which has been approved 
by the German Agudas Yisrael for the creation of an orthodox Jewish 
colony of a hundred Jewish farmers in Palestine. Agudah centres in 
other countries have been asked to make arrangements for the creation of 
similar colonies. 

The Union of Lithuanian Rabbis recently held a Conference at Kovno 
to consider the attitude of orthodox Jewry in Lithuania towards work in 
Palestine and the Keren Hayesod. At this Conference the following 
resolutions were passed: * The Rabbinical Council of Lithuania expresses 
its opinion that itis the duty of the whole Jewish people to co-operate 
in the work for the rebuilding of Eretz Yisrael.” ‘The Council considers 
that the Keren Hayesod must not be a purely party institution, but a fund 
of the whole Jewish people. For this purpose the Council appeals to the 
Jewish leaders to reorganise the Keren Hayesod so that representatives 
of all partiés shall bein the Managing Committee, and the Council also 
considers that monies collected shall be used solely for the economical 
and industrial development of Palestine. It is the duty of orthodox Jews 
throughout the world to covene a Conference to discuss this question, and 
in the meantime orthodox Jews should collect separately for the Keren 
Hayesod, but monies should not be handed over until some definite 
' decision has been arrived at.” 


A committee meeting of the East London Agudas Yisrael was held 
last week subsequently to the death of the President, Rabbi Dr. M. Jung. 
Mr. M. Chaikin presided, and mentioned the great loss which orthodox 
Jewry had sustained through the death of one of its greatest leaders. Dr. 
Fessler spoke of the work which Rabbi Jung had done for traditional 
Judaism on the Continent and in England, and a resolution of deep sorrow 
at his death was adopted. On the suggestion of Dr. Fessier, it was decided 
to collect the sum of £1,000, the interest of which should be used for an 
orthodox Jewish purpose. It was decided to approach other orthodox 
organisations to assist in this work. Messrs. M, Chaikin and Wolslavsky 
donated the sum of £25 annually towards the expenses of the Agudah 
office. It was decided to issue 5,000 Agudah Shekalim. 

The Jewish War Orphans’ Home of the Agudas Yisrael was opened at 
Baden, near Vienna, last week with great ceremony. Representatives of 
all organisations and synagogues were present, as were also representatives 
of the Government and of the Joint Distribution Committee. 

Consequent upon the ban on immigration into Palestine, many Agudah 
haluzim found themselves stranded in Vienna. The Vienna Agudah 
fice has now made arrangements for a number of them to be sent to 

farms in the neighbourhood. Kasher food will be supplied to them, and 
every possible step has been taken to fornmr such groups in sufficient 
number to take in all Agudah Chaluzim who would otherwise be in need. 
At the railway station where the Chaluzim left for their farms, addresses 
were delivered.. The Chaluzim were reminded of the responsibility 
they bore to help to raise the prestige of the orthodox Jewish youth,

Witness at first objected to the latter, as a minister of religion, giving 
evidence on an industrial question, but when the others stated that 
Mr. Raffalovich could explain the case better, witness withdrew his 
objection. Mr. Raffalovich wanted then to take action by persuading the 
butchers at the abattoir to try and prevent Mr. Goldstein from getting 
any supplies or from working there. The inference witness and his 
colleagues drew was that they wanted them to withdraw their labour. 

In reply to Mr. Wingate Saul, witness said he had heard the Jewish 
cutters had refused to work with Mr. Wolfson. This trouble had lasted 
about a week ora fortnight. Witness had no authority to try and smooth 
it over, as the Jewish cutters were not members of their-organisation. 

| Mr. James Coward, Secretary of the Union, who was present at the 
conference referred to, satd that the Nev. |. Raffaiovich outlined the posi- 
tion, and said he wanted the Union to withdraw labour in the slaughter- 
house in order to stop Mr. Wolfson working for Mr. Goldstein. 

In cross-exawination, witness agreed that the Jewish cutters explained 
that the trouble originally arose over a dispute between the Shechita 
Board and Mr. Goldstein. 

Mr, Percy Griffiths, manager of the Purchasing Department of the

Goldstein, and produced a number of bills bearing this out. As far as 
witness could remember, they gave him to understand that the Shechita 
Board was the only body authorised to supervise Kasher meat, and that 
Mr. Goldstein's meat was not being supervised by them. He gathered 
there was a religious dispute between two sections of the Jewish faith 
and reported the matter to his superior. About a month or six weeks 
later the question arose as to the supply of Kasher meat to their Jewish 
, emigrants’ boarding house, and plaintiff ceased to receive orders for these 
because the company felt that the boarding house should be under the local 
Jewish authorities. But they made no difference regarding the supplies 
to ships; plaintiff still continued to supply Kasher meat to the ships.

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In reply to Mr. Wingate Saul, witness said that every passenger ship 
carried supplies of fresh meat and tinned meat for a certain percentage 
of Jewish passengers in case any might turn up at the last moment. Mr. 
Goldstein had not lost a single order for ships from them asa result of 
thistrouble. When in February or March of 1920, the shipping companies 
decided to run the boarding house under the local Jewish authority they 
gave orders for it to a butcher recom mended by the Shechita Board. The 
Rev. I. Raffalovich and Mr. Eyam gave him to understand that Rabb! 
Sakmanski, supervisor of plaintiff's business, was not the Board’s super- 
visor. Later, defendants intimated to the North Atlantic Passenger Con- 
ference that all orders should be countersigned by the Board. 

Re-examined, witness said that before the defendants called, the 
company were proud of their arrangements, because they felt they could 
—— be caught “napping” in regard to providing for Jews on board their 


Mr. James Ambrose, Passenger Superintendent of the Cunard Com- 


pany, said that at the time the Rev. I. Raffalovich and Mr. Hyam called on

His Lordship: The two defendants said nothing ab ut Goldstein. 

His Lordship: Is it suggested that if Goldstein's orders had gone 
before the Shechita Board they would have countersigned them ? 

Mr. Wingate Saul: Certainly, Goldstein was at that time a licensee 
of the Board. 

Mr. Richard Dunning, foreman, of Messrs. Dunning and McCauley, 
wholesale butchers, said that Mr. Jowett, of the Birkenhead Wholesale 
Meat Supply Association, transferred Mr. Goldstein from another butcher 
to his firm. Two gentiemen—he did not know their names—whom he 
understood were members of the Shechita Board, called at the abattoir in 
reference to Mr. Goldstein's supplies, but his firm went on supplying 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Charles Oswald Grindrod, a member of the firm of plaintiff's 
solicitors, said that Owing to the difficulty plaintiff experienced in obtain- 
ing mat supplies, he interviewed the Secretary of the Birkenhead W iole- 
sale Meat Supply Association, and certain proceedings were taken in 
London to remedy matters. : 

Mr. Cecil Samper, a Liverpool accountant, produced a statement giving 
comparative figures of plaintiff's cash and credit sales for the period 
under review, prepared from plaintiff's books. Forthe six montbs ended 
October 31, 1919, he sail, the counter sales amounted to £2,075, and credit 
sales to £416. For the next six months ended April 30, 1920, the counter 
sales were £1,980, and credit saies £833. Thus the counter sales had 
gone down by about £100, and the credit sales had increased by 
about £400. 

This closed the evidence for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Wingate Saul, in outlining the case for the defendants, said that 
his clients quite realised the great difficulties that were involved in bring. 
ing a case which deait with religious matters before a secular court. 
They all appreciated his Lordship’s »bservations at the previous hearing,. 
thatit would be desirable if this dispute conld be etherwise dealt with, 
but that course was found to beimpossible. Theaction of the Board had 
been prompted solely by religious duties imposed upon them. 

Counse! then proceeded to sketch the formation of the Board in 1897, 
and dealt with its constitution in detail. He emphasised the point that 
it was not a self-constituted body, but was formed by representatives elected 
by every congregation and chevra in Liverpool. Mr. Goldstein belonged 
to the Liverpool Olid Hebrew Congregation in Princes Road, which sent 
representatives to the Shechita Board, a fact that was well known to 
plaintiff. It was quite optional for a Kasher butcher toapply for a licence, 
but as a butcher realised that the Board’s licence was the essential hall- 
mark to secure the confi ience of the Jewish community, it was obvionsly 
desirable for him to apply, and plaintiff applied for such a licence in 1897. 
Later, there was an accumulation of complaints made against p! iatiff, 
among others that hésupplied for shipstinned meat, purp rting to be Kasher, 
which was manufactured in a place unlicensed by the Board in Trafalgar 
Street, and also that he took in unporged hindquarters. Matters reaced 
a climax in 1915, when it was decided at first not to renew plaintif!'s 
licence. Eventually it was renewed on the condition that he entered into 
an agreement on April 30 of that year. The material clause of that 
agreement read:—'*That the licence to be granted him is granted at 
the will of the Board, aud may be withdrawn by them at any time upon 
any breach of covenants or any failure to comply with the requirements 
of the Board in regard to the sale of Kasher meat, or respecting his 
conduct as a licensee of the Board.” The licences were renewable 
annually, and his submission as to the construction of that clause was 
that the Board had absolute discretion as to whether or not 
it would grant a renewal of the licence, and, therefore, it was not 
necessary to determine whether or not any offence had been 
committed. The Board had a _ perfect right to withdraw plaintiff's 
licence under that clause of the agreement. Complaints were made 
against plaintiff by Mr. Heller, one of the Board’s supervisors, and in the 
investigations which followed all the defendants, he submitted, did their 
best to enable Mr. Goldstein to retain his licence. If he were anxious to 
supply Kasher meat only to steamship companies, he could have signed 
the draft letter which. Mr. Phillips in an interview suggested he should 
send tothe Board. Had plaintiff done what had been urged upon him by 
all he would still have held his licence. DefenjJants had no animus 
against him, but because of the action he took they were unable to 
preserve his licence. ; 

Mr. Wingate Saul argued that, apart from the Rev. I. Raffalovich and 
Mr. Hyam, there was no evidence against the defendants. 

His Lordship: There is some evidence. They are all members of the 
Shechita Board, are they not? 

Mr. Wingate Saul: Yes. 

His Lordship: That, coupled with the action of Mr. Hyam and the 
minutes, it is part of your case that as. constituent members of the 
Board they were acting together. lam notat all disposed at this stage 
of the case to dismiss anybody from the action. 

Mr. Wingate Sau! contended that the minutes showed that, far from 
there being a conspiracy against plaintiff, there was a conspiracy to 
retain the licence for him, and bad plaintiff only given the assurance 
they asked for in the matter, he would have retained the licence. He 
eninge there was no evidence that they improperly took away his 
icence. 

Mr. Wingate Saul’s legal submissions were to the effect that, accord- 
ing to the law of England, there was a right to do any act except an 
illegal act, or a legal act by illegal methods, and he cited authorities in 
support of his contention. 

Counsel! had not concluded his speech when the Court rose for the day. 


STOP PRESS. 
LIVERPOOL SHECHITA CASE SETTLED. 
A settlement was reached after private consultation. The terms were 
that the record should be withdrawn and all charges be withdrawn. The 
Board would grant plaintiff a licence on the usual terms, for which he would 
apply and which he would accept. Each party is to pay its own costs.

Rev. Dr. H. PEREIRA-MENDES. 


PRESENTATION AND ADDRESS. 


Last Sabbath morning the Rey. Dr. H. Pereira-Mendes preached in 
the Great Synagogue. Taking as his text the priestly biessing, he covered 
a wide field, dealing in homely phrase with a variety of subjects affecting 
Jewry, the problems of human life, and the manner in which men and 
women should live their lives. He thought it a privilege to preach 
in that Synagogue, where years ago his friend, Prof. Isaacs, so 
ably ministered. He deplored the practice of simply training boysto read 


| 


a portion on their Barmitzvah and to neglec’ religious instruction there. 
afcer. Parents were to be blamed for that and likewise for their children 
marrying out of the faith. He believed that anti-Semitism was mainly 
caused by Jews themselves. Jews would enjoy the esteem and affection 
of the people among whom they dwelt in exact proportion to their own 
fidelity to their God. Tneacts of Jews themselves clearly showed, whether 
they deserved the good feeling of their neighbours. Nations were great in 
proportion to the good men to be found among them. People must not 
look Upon synagogues as simply places where one ould obtain burial and 
marriage rights. The preacher concluded with a prayer for Heaven's 
blessings up the congregation. 

A large gathering asse:mbied at the Midland Hotei on Sunday evening 
to witness a presentation by the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation to 
Dr. Pereira Mendes on entering upon his seventieth year. . 

The President of the Congregation, Mr: Isaac Cansino, said he was 
Singulariy fortunate in presiding at so uniqne an eventin the annals of 
their commiinity. On behalf of all present he extended a hearty welcome 
to Dr. and Mra. Pereira Mendes. Dr. Mendes had been the first spiritual 
guide of the Manchester Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, and 
although he only stayed in that city three years, and left fora wider 
sphere of action in New York, the love and affection he inspired in the 
past had been handed down to even the fourth generation, representa. 
tives of whom were present that evening. Though Dr. Mendes was 
visiting Manchester during a -holiday, he had delivered no less than ten 
sermons, and had uplifted the minds of those who had the privilege of 
listening to him by his stirring and sympathetic words. 

Mr. Cansing read the address, which was inaibum form, beautifully 
illuminated, and. bore photographs of the exterior and interior of the 
Portuguese Synagogue in Cheetham Hill Road. The address states in 
part: 

We, the undersigned, on behalf of the Yehidim and ourselves, offer our 
warmest greetings aud congratulations on your attaining your seventieth 
birthday. We recall with feelings of pride and satisfaction the fact that forty- 
seven years ago you were the first minister of our conuregation, and you bave 
still retained the love and affection for our Svnagogue which you exhibited 
whilst in our midst. We are proud to record that throughout this long lapse 
of time we, many of whom areof the second, and even of the third and fourth 
generation, entertain the highest esteem and affection for vou. born of the 
knowle ige of your devotion and self-sacrificing labours in the service of God. 
We recognise that all your endeavours were inspired and guided by your devout 
faith in #od,and by your love of man. Your zea! for reverence, righteousness, 
and responsibility, is born of a faith that does not flinch and knows no fear. 

Mr. Cansino, in conclusion, said that he hoped the album would be in 
Dr. Mendes care for many years, and afterwards be handed to his sons as 
a token of the fact thatin Manchester he had fouad numerous dear friends. 
He (Mr, Cansino) was pleased in making that presentation to state thathe 
was the grandson of the first President of the congregation in office when 
Dr. Mendes arrived in M nchester. 

Dr. Pereira Mendes (who had a very cordial reception) said that he 
felt fully conscious of the goodness of God in giving him and his dear wife 
the happiness they felt that evening. A minister's task wasalways great, 
s0 many of his dreams had been unrealised, perhaps being beyond his 
strength or ability. He wished to continue his worx to the last days of 
his life; he desired to die in harness, to help not only that congregation, 
but. other cengregations, and to help his brethren in many cities. The 
future looked dark, and were it not for faith in the Almighty he might 
almost tremble for his people. But whenever c'ouds were gathering, let 
them engage in prayer to God for help. To his successor he would say 
be strong and of good courage and fear nothing. He had the love and 
respect of his congregation. He (Dr. Peréira Mendes) had been sorry to 
leave his friends in New York, but found his health had broken down and. 
the strain appeared too much for one man. His physicians, therefore, 
advised retirement. Godhad brought him through, however, and had 
renewed his strength and vigour, although the strain of the past few weeks 
had: been great. He prayed that God might help both Sephardic congre- 
gations, to guide the officials to a sense of duty, of loyalty to their religion 
and their Maker. 

Mr. K. Barrow. Sicree, as Vice-President, presented to Mrs. Mendes a 
framed| portrait of her husband. Mr. Sicree said it was unique thata 
man who only spent a short time many years agoin asynagogue should 
find that the love and respect for him had been maintained throughout 
the years, and among the new generation who knew him not. They 
recognised it was because he had upheld the banner of Judaism all through 
those years. The love and respect the congregants entertained for Dr. 
Mendes were also felt for his wife. That respect was felt not only in 
Manchester but also in New York. He earnestly hoped Mrs. Mendes 
might be sparedfor many years to continue her loving care for and devotion 
to her well beloved husband. 

Mrs. Mendes (who was well received) said her heart was too full for 
words. Her husband had laboured in the vineyard of the Lord and 
returaed to Manchester to flod deep love and loyaity among many friends. 
She expressed her gratitude to the Withington Congregation, and to its 
President, Mr. Samuel J. Cohen, and to their many frivnds for their great 
kindness. She had much pleasure in handing that picture of her husband 
to Mr. Cansino to be placed in the synagogue, so that future members 
might know the face of the first minister of the congregation. She 
cordially thanked the two ministers and their wives for their friendship 
and kind hospitality. (Applause.)

William Sutcliffe, alegacy of £300, free of duty, had been bequeathed to the 
Hospital for general purposes. The meeting was also informed, through 
the offices of Messrs. M. Eschwege and 8S. Bloomfield, that a bequest of 
£100 had been left to the institution by the late Mr. B. Marquis, of 
Liverpool, 

In moving a vote of condolence to the family of the late Mr. Sutcliffe, 
the Chairman expressed the sorrow and regret the Board felt that the 
Hospital had been called upon to part with so valuable a supporter as the 
deceased gentleman, who throughout his life was ever ready to respond 
most liberally to every appeal made on its behalf. A Life Governor, by 
virtue of his several handsome donations, he would be ever remembered

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin.—In answer to the letter from Charity,” published in your issue 
of the 10th inst., may | be permitted to reply on behalf of those members 
of the community who have the formation of the Tennis Ciub in hand. 

In the first place, the Committee of the proposed Club feel that 
“Charity " does not represent any substantial body of opinion in the com. 
munity, otherwise he woukl not bide his identity under a non-de- plume. 

Secondly, in stating that an outlay of £1,000 is intended, he has not 
made himselfaware of the true facts. So far, the actual outlay necessary 
for the formation of the Club has not been definitely ascertained, but the 
Committee are assured that £1,000 is greatly overstating it. 

When established, the Clab will be entirely self supperting, and will 
not be a further call on the charity of the community. On the contrary, 
it is hoped, that the Club will be of considerable help to the Board of 
Guardians in raising funds—from sources at present untapped—for the 
relief of distress among our poor in the city. Further, | would point ou6, 
that the promoters and committee ofthe club are almost wholly actively 
connected with the administration of the Board of Guardians and the 
Auxiliary Society.. I would, therefore, ask “Charity” if. he thinks 
these parties would be likely to do anything to damage the prestige of 
these organisations or to interfere with their work, or if he imagines that 
he is the sole guardian of their interests. 

“ Charity” himself admits that Jewish apathy to communal institu. 
tions is a very general phenomenon, and Glasgow is no exception to the 
rule. The only remedy to this “disease "he offers, however, is destruc- 
tive criticism of a most unworthy and insidious character, which can 
have no other effect but to eat into the very heart of those people who 
still (though small in number)take an active interestin communal affairs, 
and remain as a bitter and poisonous memory long after the evil effects 
of the criticism have passed away. 

If the Tennis Club were to be financed and maintained by its own 
members, then it would have been But whenit is ¢>ing to encourage 
healthy recreation in a Jewish atmosphere, and at the same time a 
friendly competition with our Christian neighbours in other than business 
and finance, I think that it is not only going to unite the Jewish social 
and recreative forces of the city. into closer harmony, but it is going to 
form the nucleus ofa wider field for communal propaganda and activity 
hitherto deuied to the Jéwish people.

Two clever Russian exponents of the piano were heard at Wigmore 
Hall.

material. 

Another brilliant pianist was heard at the concert given by the 
London Striog Quartet at #olian Hall in Miss Ethel Liginska. — 

The week concluded with recitals by the two masters of their art, 
Benno Moiseiwitch at Queen's Hall, and Spivakowsky at Wigmore Hall. 
Detailed criticism is unnecessary. 

The ‘cello has also been greatly in evidence, recitals having been 
given by Miss Alison Dalrymple, a newcomer, whose performance in 
conjunction with Miss Hilda Dederich at the piano gave considerable 
promise, Mr. George Roth, and Mr. Boris Hambourg. 


Though by no means his first recital, and still only sixteen years of 
age, Mr. Roth again showed himself to be a ‘cellist of talent. Equipped 
with a good technique, he displayed a warm singing tone, free from 
roughness, and absolutely pure in intonation.

Of Mr, Hambourg’s executive powers, little need be said; his previous 
recitais have already established himasa playerof thefront rank. That 
he is also possessed of wide tastes is proved by his repertoire, which on 
this occasion included Lalo’s D minor concerto, and one in G minor by 
Guy Ropartz, while for his next recital, next week, we understand two 
works by the eytremists in modern music, Baron d’'Erlanger and Mr. 
Eugene Goossens, will be given performance. They will not fail if 
beauty of tone and brilliance of technique can save them. 

When real humonr and good music go hand in hand, success. is 
inevitable. Mr. Harrison Hill has always shown his ability to captivate 
and hold his audiences by sheer personality as well as by witty stories. 
His recital, therefore, at Steinway Hall, thoroughly achieved its object. 
But the programme was not entirely one of “laughter all the way.” Mr. 
Hill showed us another side of his artin the two poems composed and 
set to music by him, entitled “ Bow Bells” and “ Westminster Chimes.” 
Both ‘struck the serious note, and both were enthusiastically received.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTIONS. 
SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES. 

The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the South Hackney Syna- 
gogue Religion Classes was held on Sunday last. Sir ROBERT WALEY 
Conen, K.B.E., presided, and Lady Cohea distributed the prizes. / 

Mr. J. BRESLAR, President of the Classes, presented the Examiner's 
Report, which states in part: | 

These classes have been thoroughly re-organised, and now mee‘ four times 
aweek under the direction of the Rey. G. Isaacs and five assistant masters. 
The children receive six hours’ instruction per week. The Headmaster and his 
Committee are most anxious to make the work of the classes more extensive 
than that of the ordinary Synagogue Religion Class, and a very earnest begin- 
ning has been made in this direction. Over two hundred children are on the 
roll. and one hundred and seventy-two were in attendance punctually on the 
day of inspection. There wasa complete change of staff in September last, and 
it ia rather early yet to report in detailon the valoe and results of the recon- 
struction. South Hackney bas, however, always borne so high a reputation for 
the soundness of the work of its Religion Classes, that still further successes 
may be looked forward to under the thew and advantageons conditions, 
The School deserves the encouragement and support of the Unron in its ventare 
to extend the work and meet the needs of the district, 

Mr. BRESLAR said that the Committee hoped to receive a grant from 
the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. He appealed to those who 
were not already supporters of the Classes to help them. 

Lady Waley Cohen then distributed the prizes. This was followed 
by a presentation to Miss Evaline Goldberg in recognition of five years 
gratuitous services to the Classes on Sabbath mornings. 

The pupils having sung Psalm 121, 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, after expressing thanks on behalf of 
Lady Cohen for the bouquet presented to her, said that he had attended 
many prize distributions, but never before had seen children looking 
so alert and happy. The Jewish community had of late years realised 
more than ever before, the great importance of giving their children an 
efficient religious education. He thought that the success of the (1l:sses 
really depended most onthe parents themselves; it was no use havirg the 
finest teachers in the world if the pupils did not attend regularly. He 
hoped that the parents would support the Classes, and that, although this 
year the balance-sheet showed a deficit, next year they would have more 
money than they kuew what to dv with. Sir Robert said that it was 
rather difficult for him to speak about the Jewish War Memorial, as had 
been suggested by Mr. Bresiar, as South Hackney had not yet taken any 
part in the movement, but he hoped that the Jewish community there 
would do so in the near future. . Sir Robert then addressed the children. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C., J.P., in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
teaching staff, said that she was very giad to be present, as she was 
deeply interested in the children of Hackney—and, indeed, of all London. 
The namber of children on the roll was very satisfactory, but she was 
sure that there were many more children in the district who could join. 
The Classes were admirably served by their teaching stiff, and especially 
by the Rey. Gatchell Isaacs, one of the finest of headmasters. She was 
glad to see that the pupils included children from secondary schools. She 
thought that a fairly free hand might be given the teachers, and that, 
with the increased time now at their disposal, they might devote some of 
it to imparting a greater knowledge of the Prophets and Psalms, and other 
portions of the Bible not generally taught. 

The Rev. GATCHELL ISAACS, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, 
said that he wished their work were more appreciated by his co- 
religionists in Hackney. They had now an advanced class, a Barmitzvah 
class, and a Maftir class, and a special children’s service was held on the 
first Sabbath in each month. He attributed the pancity of the number 
of pupils to the many Chedarim which had been established in the district, 
and as long as he was headimaster of the classes he would continue to 
speak against the Chedarim, many of which were carried on under 
extremely unhealthy conditions. Only those Chedarim which were 
inspected and approved should be allowed to continue. 

The Rey. 5. BLACHMAN proposed a vote of thanks to Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen and to Lady Cohen. As Treasurer of the classes, he said 
he had to admit that their financial position was not a very rosy one, but 
if they could not show a big exchequer, they had energy and enthn-iasm. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, in replying, said that it had been a very 
great pleasure to Lady Cohen and himself to be present.

HAYES CERTIFIED SCHOOL. 


The twentieth annus! public inspection and prize distribution were 
held on Sunday. Mr. JACK JossePH, the Treasurer, presided, and Mrs. 
Joseph presented the awards. 

Prior to the prize-giving, the visitors assembled on the lawn and 
witnessed a display of phy¢ical training, after which they repaired to the 
hall, where Mr. Meyer A. Spielman, Chairman of Managers, introduced 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph to those few unfortunate people, as he said, who 
did not know them. On behalf of the managers, he extendeda hearty 
welcome to the fifty old boys who were present. 

Mrs. Joseph, having handed the prizes to the numerous winners, 

Mr. JOSEVH said that he and Mrs. Joseph felt when they were at 
Hayes they were helping youngsters who were trying to help them- 
selves. Most of the gentlemen interested in that particular school, 
as also the boys, were of the Jewish faith, but they had some friends, not 
of the Jewish persuasion, who took as much interest in the school as 
they themselves. There were a large number of schools all over the 
country; but he was positive that when he said there was not a better 
staff than the one at Hayes, he was speaking the truth. (Cheers.) Mr. 
and Mrs. Ellis took as much.care of each individual boy in that school as 
they took of their own children. During the past year the Managers had 
opened a school for boys older than could be received there. The finances 
were in a much better position to-day than ever before, but that 
was because the Government had decided to give cortain grants. Still, 
there were many things wanted even yet, and it gave him great heart 
pangs when they could not let the boys have all they should have. 

Mr. M. A. SPIKLMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the many helpers 
in the school. He regretted on that occasion to miss the kindly face of 
their old friend, Sir John Dickinson, Chief of the Metropolitan Police 
Magistrates, who was unable to be present. He referred to the death 
during the year of Mrs. Lewis Emanuel, who took a great interest in the 
school. Mr. Spielman welcomed the presence of Mr. Balley, the Seaior 
Inspector at the Home Office. There were 118 boys in the school. Many 
were leaving shortly to be licensed, and thirty left during the past 
year, There wasa fund to help old boys who were out of work. The 
managers were very grateful to Mr. Jack Joseph. who had used his 
influence in finding employment for fifteen boys from that school. : The 
heaith of the boys during the vear was good, which was due. to their 
Medical Officer, Dr. Wiaton. . Very great credit was due to the Drill 


Instructor, and he (Mr. Spielman) took that opportunity of thanking him. 


in the name of the managers for all he had done and was stiil doing. 
During the year aroll of honour was unveiled to the memory of the 
thirteen old boys they had lost in the war. The school still had 
its new drainage scheme to carry out, which was now in hand, 
and he hoped would soon be a /fuwita tpi. Me mentioned the names 
of Mr. A. S. Hyman and Mr. Benjamiua who had often made gifts for the 
school. The managers had also-to thank their Matron who was taking 
special interest in the school. Their Secretary, Mr. E. P. Ornstien, 
was a splendid worker and gave all the time that was needed in his 
department. In conclusion, Mr., Spielman said that it was a happy dav 
for the school when Mr. Jack Joseph consented to become a manager. 

Part-songs by the. singing class were rendered at intervals during the 
proceedings. Subsequentiy, an exhibitéon of gymnastics was given, and 
visitors inspected the premises and saw the boys at work.

The Works of the late Rabbi Reines: 


An Appeal.

TO THE OF THE JEWISH CURONICLE. 


Sin,—Whie the great European War Was raging, Jewry lost one ofits 
greatest men, Rabbi Isaac Jacob Reines, a man who devoted all his 
energies to the strengthening of the bonds between his poople, land and 
Torah, enriching Rabbinical lore, and contributing toits classical treasures. 

As a practical Jewish leader, he founded the well-known Yeshivah at 
Lida, and took an early active interestin the national revival, which soon 
developed into the Zionist Movement. From the second Congress until 
the last one held in 19!3 at Vienna, he worked watiringly for the spiritual 
and national awakening of his people, and in accordance with his aims 
founded the Mizrachi Organisation. 

This illustrious Rabbi Isaac Jacob HKeines, after a life of unceasing 
unselfish work, was laid to rest, quietly, unmourned by his numerous 
colleagues and disciples, his death having been cither unknown at the 
time or submerged in the sea of trouble then prevailing. 

If, however, Jewry could not pay a tribute of reverence to this great 
departed Rabbi then, the time has now arrived when it can do honour to 
his memory, and show appreciation of his life-work, and at the same time 
benefit prosterity by carrying out this cherished wish, expressly 
mentioned in his last will, viz., to have his manuscripts published. 

Rabbi Reines was in his-Jifetime regarded as a great original thinker 
who opened up new paths in Rabbinical literature and his homiletical 
works are extensively used and are considered classics. His Rabbinic 
works are remarkable for lucidity and profound learning. The late Rabbi 
Israel Hildesheimer characterised his published writings as marking a 
new epoch. But most of his writings comprising Rabbinical Responsa, 
Dissertations in Halacha and Agada, Philosophical Commentaries on 
Talmud and Midrash, Sermons and Lectures delivered in public and in 
his Yeshibah, are yet unpublished. 

For this purpose his executor and only son, Rabbi A. B. Reines, has 
come to London. On the Continent, support has been given to this 
project by many prominent Jewish leaders of all shades of Jewish 
thought, such as Rabbis Dr. Munk and Hildesheimer, Professors Warburg, 
Mittwoch, Sobernheim, Landau, and Professor Hoffman (Director of the 
Rabbinical Seminary), Mr. Hermann Struck, Professor Pick, as well as 
the well-known financier, Mr. Oscar Wasserman. The movement is now 
brought*to the notice of Jewry in England. An appeal is made to all 
Jews who appreciate the efforts of the late Rabbi Reines ?°? to subscribe 
to this undertaking.
